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Same as It Ever Was 

Massacres, mass shootings, lynchings, and other forms of social interaction 


America mourned after the largest mass 
shooting in U.S. history happened in 
Orlando. Well, at least until the politicking 
began. Absolutely driven by compassion 
and horror, the anti-gun people were right 
there. Right behind them, with much of the 
same sentiments but very different analy¬ 
sis, were the pro-gun people, who scoffed 
that this tragedy would have happened 
even with stricter gun laws. 

Then the political fever really set in. In 
the eyes of the right, the gunman was a pro- 
ISIS Muslim terrorist who would have killed 
regardless of gun control. Some blame 
Islam in general, often leading to a more 
specific charge laid at President Obama’s 
feet because of his refusal to use the term 
“radical Islamic terrorism.” Even after the 
president skillfully pointed out how absurd 
this charge is, some of the Fox-ite Trump 
crowd insisted that his word choice indicat¬ 
ed he was a coward, a Muslim, and a traitor. 
And according to the left, the problem was 
easy access to automatic weapons as well as 
the shooter being repressed and self-hating. 

Through it all there was precious little 
constructive dialogue. 

Leftists shared their outrage that it was 
being called the worst mass shooting in our 
history, citing the Massacre at Wounded 
Knee. I’m surprised that none of our more 
reactionary brethren countered by citing 
the Battle of Little Bighorn to rebut, as they 
delight in bringing up apple and orange 
comparisons when dealing with liberals to 
indicate they are not just wrong but stupid. 

Many have wondered what this country is 
coming to. Which is pretty much the same 
place it has always been. 


Can we not make the distinction between 
a solo or pair of shooters killing innocent 
folks than Army troops carrying out govern¬ 
ment policy? The hidden history of African- 
Americans, labor unionists, and immigrants 
now emerging has made it clear that there 
were many incidents barely reported and 
left out of histories. 

Much of this anti-black and immigrant 
violence derived from the same kind of 
coded language demonizing others that we 
are now regularly hearing. Historically it 
wasn’t outside terrorists coming here to kill 
Americans but homegrown hatreds that led 
to violence.

Here is a very arbitrary survey of just 
some of these massacres. 

In 1873 in Colfax, La., between 60 and 
150 black Americans were killed, as well as 
three whites. As with some of these inci¬ 
dents, these were white Democrats over¬ 
throwing mixed-race Republican govern¬ 
ments. In Thibodaux, La., at least 30 and 
likely dozens more striking black sugar¬ 
cane workers trying to organize were 
killed by white mobs in 1887. In 1898, in 
Wilmington, N.C., a legitimately elected 
biracial government was overthrown by 
more than 2,000 armed whites. Between 15 


and 60 were killed, with many black neigh¬ 
borhoods burned down. It wasn’t just 
Reconstruction. In 1921 the death toll 
from race riots in Tulsa, Okla., was stag¬ 
gering. Both whites and blacks were killed 
with between 30 and 300 murdered and 
another 500 wounded. The city had one of 
the country’s most prosperous black 
neighborhoods, which was burned down, 
its residents fleeing. 

(An aside: Good Lord, our right-leaning 
compadres love the fact that Southern 
Democrats were often violently racist. They 
use this to vindicate the worst kind of race 
baiting by Republicans now. As Lincoln was 
a Republican, the South long hated that 
party. This changed after LBJ pushed 
through civil rights legislation in the mid- 
Sixties. Johnson knew that he was handing 
the South to the Republicans for genera¬ 
tions to come. But he did it anyway because 
it was the right thing to do - an idea which 
is now completely abstract among elected 
politicians and their more rabid followers 
regardless of specific political leanings. 
Southern Dixiecrats rapidly became 
Southern Republicans. Citing the Demo¬ 
cratic Party’s racist past as another way of 
vilifying them is a deliberate act of ignoring 
history.) 

Violence against union members was bet¬ 
ter recorded but just as vicious. In 1914, 19 
striking miners and their families (five 
men, two women, and 12 children) were 
killed in Ludlow, Colo., by the National 
Guard. During the Railroad Strike of 1877, 
workers attacked and burned railroad build¬ 
ings, resulting in militias and federal troops 
killing 100 union members, forcibly ending 


the strike. A strike against the Pullman 
Company over reduced wages led to a riot 
in Chicago, where over 10,000 federal and 
state troops put down the strike, killing 34 
union members. In 1897, scabs brought in 
to replace striking miners decided to orga¬ 
nize themselves near Hazleton, Pa. Several 
hundred unarmed miners were fired on by 
an armed sheriff’s posse, killing 19 and 
wounding over 30, most shot in the back. 

Anti-immigrant violence was common, 
though usually the numbers of killed were 
far less. Anti-Asian immigrant violence 
swept the West Coast in waves, focusing 
first on the Chinese and then on Japanese. 

In almost every case cited above the 
violence worked. Mobs were triumphant. 
No one was brought to justice. Blacks 
were driven from office and denied the 
vote. Strikes were broken and, especially 
in the South, the goal of reinstating white 
rule succeeded. 

The point here is, the kind of violence we 
just saw in Orlando - targeting a specific 
group of Americans marginalized and 
branded by many as “other” - has historical 
precedents. The drive behind the most pro¬ 
nounced were visions of a “purer” America 
now shared by those who wish to use ran¬ 
dom shooters as evidence of a war being 
waged by Islam on the West. In this time of 
Trump, cheap ethnic and religious hatred is 
being peddled as true patriotism. 

The problem is that people are people, 
regardless of race, religion, sexual prefer¬ 
ence, or ideology. Many of the most fer¬ 
vently anti-Muslim, self-declared patriots 
share far more with the most crazed of 
those religious fanatics than with those who 
know that making this country work is 
impossibly difficult but absolutely worth 
the effort. It is just so much easier to blind¬ 
ly hate. ■

AMERICAN NIGHTMARE 

Dear Editor, 

While Louis Black’s analysis is well-meaning 
[“Page Two: All or Nothing Is No Way Forward,” 
June 17], it is in the end the kind of “fall-in-line” 
establishment rhetoric that Sanders and left activ¬ 
ists struggle against. It is a kind of intellectual 
bullying to say that those who supported Nader, 
or those who would support Bernie in a possible 
three-way race, are handing the race to Trump. 

This tactic has been much used to cow dissident 
voters who would divide the party. Ultimately, this 
betrays the inherent problems of our two-party 
system and further solidifies this unchanging 
dichotomy. Undoubtedly this election cycle has 
exposed a polarization in American politics, but 


that has less to do with candidates than with the 
extreme economic divide that resulted after the 
Wall Street fabricated housing bubble, which has 
had profound effects on our society, economically 
and psychically. As Black indicates, it has driven 
some to the left to meet with their cohorts on the 
far right, in a strange and disturbing union. He 
wonders why the right has attacked Clinton so 
hard, yet it seems strange he wouldn’t see 
through the cat-and-mouse show of American poli¬ 
tics. The political elite differ on hot-button issues 
(viz., abortion, LGBT rights, taxes, immigration) 
that secure votes, but really effectuate policy 
around private interests. In fact, Republicans and 
Democrats often cooperate, and if elected Clinton 
will continue the policies of her predecessors: 
Under Obama, drone strikes have increased; we 
are engaged in a proxy war in Syria; zero gun con¬ 
trol; zero Wall Street regulation; internment 
camps for undocumented workers; corporate per- 
sonhood; the failed war on drugs; 22% of the 
population is incarcerated and private prisons 
flourish. No single president can legislate alone, 
as Black rightly points out; our modern American 
nightmare is the result of cooperative legislation 
between Democrats, Republicans, and the private 
interests that lobby them.

E. Casey Foundation. The state, which failed to 
expand Medicaid under the Affordable Care Act 
due to anti-Obama politics, leads in the number of 
uninsured children, with about 784,000 kids going 
without health insurance in 2014. The report also 
showed 25% of Texas children live in poverty.

At today’s meeting (June 23) City Council 
is scheduled to discuss and likely vote on 
whether to place a “mobility” bond proposi¬ 
tion on the November ballot. Today’s meet¬ 
ing is an informal deadline 
for that decision, as Council 
generally abjures formal 
meetings in July and staff 
would need time to refine 
the terms, draft the ballot 
language, and bring the 
details back to Council for 
approval sometime in 
August. That schedule also 
leaves less than three 
months to build public sup¬ 
port for the bond - which, 
under any of the proposals under consider¬ 
ation, would be the largest transportation 
bond ever put to Austin voters. 

The outcome remains very much in 
doubt. While there is general support on 
Council for some kind of bond, positions 


vary widely on its size and focus. There are 
roughly four proposals under discussion: a 
$300 million plan recommended by the 
Mobility Committee, a $500 million version 
of the same plan offered this 
week by Council Member 
Ann Kitchen, a $720 million 
proposal weighted toward 
central city alternative 
modes, by CMs Greg Casar 
and Leslie Pool - and Mayor 
Steve Adler’s $720 million 
“Smart Corridors” proposal, 
which opened the conversa¬ 
tion and is a broadly based, 
citywide initiative that would 
spread the funds geographi¬ 
cally and modally while focusing on major 
cross-city “corridors” - the “old state high¬ 
ways,” as the mayor puts it, which would be 
transformed with “pullouts and queue 
jumps for rapid transit, protected paths for 
bicycles, sidewalks and safe crosswalks for 


pedestrians, turn lanes and access manage¬ 
ment for vehicles, and smart signals that we 
can time remotely in response to weather, 
special events such as games letting out, 
collisions, etc.” 

EASY COME, EASY GO 

Initially the mayor wanted only a Council 
“consensus” - yes or no - but in recent 
meetings he’s more often argued that not 
“going big” is effectively pointless. For 
Adler, it’s an unhappy coincidence that he 
enters today’s meeting with the simultane¬ 
ous news that Austin’s “Smart City 
Challenge” for $50 million in federal and 
private grant support did not succeed. The 
sting is lessened in that San Francisco and 
Portland - Austin’s national competitors on 
the techno-hipness scale - also fell short, 
with the prize going to Columbus (likely for 
the pledges of $90 million in city and busi¬ 
ness matching funds).

Entering today’s discussions, Adler’s 
plan appears to have more support off the 
dais than on it. While among the Council 
only Casar has openly embraced the big 
dollars (under the mayor’s plan or some 
modification), an unlikely alliance has 
formed between traditionally poured-con- 
crete devotees like the Chamber of 
Commerce and the Real Estate Council of 
Austin, and the multimodal advocates of 
the Get Austin Moving coalition - e.g., Bike 
Austin and Bike Share, WalkAustin, con¬ 
servancy groups, Reconnect Austin, etc. - 
who believe the larger the plan, the more 
likely bike, pedestrian, and even mass 
transit elements will become a part of it. 
These organized advocates are hardly 
alone in believing the city’s urgent trans¬ 
portation problems require a large response 
- the open question remains, will the same 
voters stewing in traffic be willing to pay 
$720 million to alleviate it? 

Judging from recent votes on urban rail 
and the county courthouse (acknowledging 
the counter-example of the health care dis¬ 
trict) there’s plenty of bond fatigue in the 
air, although advocates will insist that the 
“wrong plans” defeated those projects. 
Maybe. One could also make the case that 
council members succumbing to the con¬ 
servative argument that local “affordabili¬ 
ty” is primarily a question of tax cuts has 
inevitably undermined public efforts to 
invest in necessary infrastructure. Witness 
the contradictory circumstances of today’s 
meeting: The mayor will be reiterating that 
less than five dollars a month is not too 
much to pay for mobility, while he and his 
colleagues will also be pondering how to 
kick back about the same dollop of money 
to homeowners (but not renters) in the form 
of an expanded homestead exemption. 

WE’RE WAITING 

My best guess is that Council will come 
to a grudging consensus on some level of 
bond proposal - probably closer to that 
middle $500 million number than the may¬ 
or’s grand plan - and that it will have to 
include some of the “regional highway” 
projects, as well as the local multimodal 
ones, to have any hopes of consensus 
today, let alone passage in November. The 
Statesman, finger in the Downtown wind, 
has already followed the Chamber and 
RECA in urging Council to “go big,” and 
it’s undeniable that Austin’s traditionally 
small-town, patchwork approach to such 
efforts is no longer up to the infrastructure 
needs of a major metropolis. 

In any case, as staff has noted, it takes a 
long time to spend $720 million, and per¬ 
haps the idea will at least help Austin’s 
presidential-year voters get accustomed to 
thinking big about our big city. Having 
swung and missed on two major bond 
efforts that would have been important 
additions to the city’s quality of life, per¬ 
haps we can come to agreement on a grab 
bag of major projects to address what we all 
relentlessly bitch about. Let’s see what they 
come up with, and hope for the best. ■ 


It’s been an eventful week on the local 
scene: Even as Mayor Steve Adler and 
City Council try desperately to focus on 
crafting a transportation bond proposal 

that the real estate community can support, 
things keep blowing up around them. First 
came the announcement last Thursday that 
CodeNEXT executive leader 
Matt Lewis had resigned. 

In fact, the announcement 
revealed, Lewis had been 
“placed on Administrative 
Leave April 18, 2016 while 
the Human Resources 
Department conducted an 
investigation into allegations 
involving Mr. Lewis’s profes¬ 
sional behavior. After review¬ 
ing the findings of those 
investigations Mr. Lewis 
opted to resign from the City.’’ Officials are 
left scrambling to explain that this had 
nothing to do with any possible reason why 
the much-anticipated, much-touted project 
to completely rewrite the city’s Land 
Development Code is behind schedule, 
over budget, and fending off criticism from 
pretty much all sides. Project manager Jim 
Robertson has been in charge of the team 
and the project all along, goes the company 
line, and the ship continues to sail a 
straight course. So, nothing to see here. 

Then came two right-wing lawsuits over 
city efforts to regulate short-term rentals 
and rideshare companies - brought by the 
arch-conservative Texas Public Policy 
Foundation, and our own Council Member 
Don Zimmerman, respectively. Neither of 
these appears to have much merit - they’re 
rehashing ground that’s already been argued 


and litigated - but they’re an annoying dis¬ 
traction nonetheless. Still, it remains fasci¬ 
nating to watch the tech-libs try to rationalize 
why they’re increasingly in bed with the most 
reactionary of bedfellows (kind of like watch¬ 
ing someone being swallowed alive by a 
giant snake). 

On Monday, City Manager 
Marc Ott announced that 
he’s a finalist for a job as 
the head of the International 
City/County Management 
Association. That news 
brought sighs of relief from 
many quarters: Ott has a lot 
of critics, including many 
of the current coun¬ 
cil, but no one 
has ever want¬ 
ed to pull the 

trigger on replacing him, so 
many had been quietly 
hoping he’d find another 
position elsewhere. This 
looked like the time might 
have arrived, but on 
Wednesday, CM Uncle Don 
had to go and take a dump on 
that birthday cake as well: As 
Council came out of its 
umpteenth special session 
regarding Ott’s perfor¬ 
mance review, he issued a 
public call for Ott to be fired. That’s still 
evolving as we go to press, but the first 
reaction is, if Ott becomes damaged goods 
on the job market, we may not be rid of him 
after all. Thanks a lot, UD. 

And that brings us pretty much up to 
the present, which, if you’re reading this 


on Thursday, probably has wound back 
around to the transportation bond 
conundrum: Go big, and don’t leave any 
bond capacity for housing, services, and 
all the other needs that would have a 
claim on that money in the next cycle? Or 
go small, and don’t really accomplish any¬ 
thing? Go local, and really move the nee¬ 
dle on transit and alternative transporta¬ 
tion? Or go regional, and build enough 
road miles to get enough suburban votes 
to pass the damn thing? Or go in circles, 
and don’t actually go anywhere at all? 

Can’t wait to see how that one’s going to 
turn out. 

□

FROM BONDS TO STAFF REVIEW, A COUNCIL’S WORK IS NEVER DONE 



Never let it be said that City Council 
hasn’t left itself enough to do. Today’s 
agenda (June 23) features a hefty 103 items 
(not including those on a couple of “special” 
agendas), and among them plenty of quick¬ 
sand that could engulf the dais for hours 
(certainly more than enough to keep dozens 
of department heads standing on call 
throughout the morning’s “consent” agen¬ 
da). This is nominally Council’s last meet¬ 
ing before its summer hiatus, with the next 
scheduled session a budget work session 
July 27 - although there’s always a chance 
of more special-called meetings. 

As if tinged with seasonal nostalgia 
already, today’s schedule includes no less 
than four official congregations: 1) the reg¬ 
ular meeting, beginning at 10am; 2) a 
“Smart City Austin Appreciation” event, 
at the Vic Mathias Trailhead (aka Auditor¬ 
ium Shores) at 11:30am; 3) a “Special- 
Called Meeting” to decide whether to 
increase the 6% property tax homestead 
exemption established last year, with a 
public hearing at 4pm; and 4) the meeting 
of the Austin Housing Finance Corporation 
(committee of the whole), scheduled for 
3pm. These are on the heels of an extended 
Tuesday work session (much of it devoted 
to debating the transportation bond), and a 
noon Wednesday executive session for the 
much-delayed annual review of the perfor¬ 
mance of City Manager Marc Ott. 

Each of these somewhat overlapping ses¬ 
sions has its own backstory - with the regular 
meeting today featuring about 103 of those. 
On Taesday, Council devoted most of the 
morning to the transportation bond discus¬ 
sion, and while Mayor Steve Adler strained 
mightily to persuade his colleagues that it’s 
$720 million or bust, most of his captive audi¬ 
ence didn’t appear to be buying (see “How Do 
You Get to 100%,” p.14). Indeed, a herd of cats 
might feature more consensus than this 
council group - perhaps if they’d started on a 
transpo bond plan last year, by this time they 
would have worked out the kinks. 


By the time you read this, the U.S. 
Department of Transportation will likely 
have made official (announcement expect¬ 
ed today) what the Columbus, Ohio, papers 
and the Austin Business Journal were 
reporting Tuesday - that Columbus has won 
the Smart City Challenge, edging out 
Austin, San Francisco, and four others for 
$50 million in grants to support “smart” 
traffic innovation. City Hall was not yet 
commenting, but the “Appreciation” event 
will no doubt recognize the months of work 
by staffers and volunteers, which the mayor 
insists will not go to waste because the city 
will move forward on its own. (Columbus 
seemed a long shot - except that the city 
and local businesses there pledged another 
$90 million to support the project.) 

The “special-called” homestead exemp¬ 
tion meeting is required because some coun¬ 
cil members are committed to raising the 
exemption, and July 1 is the deadline for 
filing with the state - although Austin’s FY 
2017 budget will not be finalized before 


September. That’s important because an 
additional 6% exemption, for example, 
would mean another $11.5 million out of the 
public kitty - already straining to accommo¬ 
date about $50 million in anticipated “cost 
drivers” for the coming year. So, working in 
the dark, Council will estimate what the city 
can afford - and if they go high (6%), the 
owner of a $250,000 home can expect about 
$6/month in “tax relief,” while other needs 
go begging. 

Judging from the work session, there 
remains much more to be discussed on the 
bonds, with the mayor and Council Member 
Greg Casar advocating most strongly for 
that $720 million (in different allocations), 
and CMs Ann Kitchen and Delia Garza most 
strongly urging caution: They don’t want to 
blow the wad on “mobility” when other 
needs - affordable housing, parks, libraries, 
etc. - may come calling for bond work in 
2018. Item 80 (creating a Bond Election 
Advisory Task Force for 2018) will likely 
pass, but Items 83 (the mayor’s $720 million 


proposal) or 88 (the Mobility Committee $300 
million plan) are up in the air, and members 
may try to split the difference - or punt until 
next year. Other items to watch: 

• Item 20: Would tighten up campaign 
finance reporting requirements to shine 
light on “dark money” from unidentified 
external sources. 

• Item 22: Would establish a “Media 
Production Development Zone” (under the 
Texas Film Commission) for the benefit of 
video-game production firm Certain 
Affinity, offering tax incentives in return 
for jobs and investment. 

• Item 33: Would establish an interlocal 
agreement with Travis County for manage¬ 
ment of a planned “sobriety center” (non¬ 
arrest drunk tank) to somewhat decriminal¬ 
ize public intoxication. 

• Items 56, 57, and 58: Presumably final 
decisions on Austin Police Department con¬ 
tracts for body cameras (seven years, $12.2 
million), smartphones (five years, $5 mil¬ 
lion), and license-plate readers (six years, 
$900,000). Likely continuing arguments on 
video retention and public release policies. 

• Item 63: Third and final reading of an 
ordinance granting a taxicab franchise to a 
drivers’ co-op, ATX Coop Taxi. (The “all- 
powerful” existing franchises oppose the 
co-op, yet the supposedly supine Council 
somehow is not doing their bidding.) 

• Item 90: Development standards for 
charter schools (see “Charter School Loop¬ 
hole Vote Pushed Another Week,” below). 

• Items 73, 74, and 75: These normally pro 
forma resolutions addressing pay and ben¬ 
efits of the city clerk, auditor, and Manager 
Ott - could be routine, or could be occasions 
to announce the much-debated status of Ott 
(who just announced he’s a finalist for 
executive director of the International 
City/County Management Association - 
face-saving all around?) 

There are a great many more items under 
the deadline gun, and if I’ve missed your 
favorite it’s only because we’re all in a hurry 
to get to summer vacation. The council 
agenda clerks haven’t even managed this 
week to itemize the music and proclama¬ 
tions, so the dinner break might be accom¬ 
panied only by silence and ennui. Summer¬ 
time, and the livin’ is easy. - Michael King 


Charter School Loophole Vote Pushed Another Week 



Mayor Adler

City Council’s unofficial slogan of “hurry up 
and wait” was on full display last week as 
the seemingly settled issue of planning and 
land use for charter schools got punted 
for another week, at the behest of Mayor 
Steve Adler. 

On June 16, staff presented amendments 
to the planning codes that would close a 
loophole allowing public charters to circum¬ 
vent many planning regulations, giving them 
an unfair advantage over regular public 
schools (see “A Level Playing Field,” June 3). 
The item had already been delayed from June 
9 - supposedly to allow the two sides to 
come even closer on language - and Devel¬ 
opment Services Department Managing 


Engineer Andy Linseisen told Council at that 
time that they were “very close” to terms of 
an agreement. 

Most points of contention had been solved. 
Only one remaining sticking point: the peren¬ 
nial sore point of impervious cover in recharge 
zones; that’s the amount of waterproof ground 
coverage, like concrete slabs, parking lots, 
and driveways, in the areas in which rainwater 
runoff refills the underground Edwards Aquifer. 
Staff recommended following the standard 
agreement with local school districts, which 
allows for 50% impervious cover, while the 
charter groups wanted 50% or the maximum 
allowed by zoning, whichever was higher. That 
was a concession too far for staff: City 


Environmental Officer Chuck Lesniak said, 
“When the school districts establish a cam¬ 
pus, that’s generally going to be a campus for 
a long time.” By contrast, he noted, a charter 
can exceed the impervious cover restrictions, 
“outgrow that campus, and they move some¬ 
where else. Then you’ve got development that 
exceeded the watershed regulations that 
maybe goes into private hands.” 

With the item back after a rewrite, and the 
meeting already running late, Council seemed 
set to go straight to third reading and be 
done. Then Adler muddied the waters by 
bringing up the regulations regarding private 
schools, which were nothing to do with the 
original instructions to staff, which was to 
create equity between public charters and 
traditional ISDs. “I’m just trying to learn what 
it means to equalize,” he told his fellow coun- 
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Zimmerman, TPPF Sue City Over 
“Sharing Economy” Regulations 


Two lawsuits filed within a week of each 
other have challenged city regulations of the 
transportation network company and 
short-term rental industries. District 6 
Council Member Don Zimmerman sued the 
city over its language in the Proposition 1 
ride-hailing ordinance, and a week later the 
conservative think tank Texas Public Policy 
Foundation filed its own suit, saying the 
city’s STR ordinance violates the Texas 
Constitution. 

The first lawsuit, filed in district court on 
June 16, comes courtesy of Zimmerman, who 
is well-known for solving his problems 
through the judicial system. 

By now, lawsuits have proba¬ 
bly eclipsed the time he blew 
a rape whistle on TV news 
years ago to protest a bond 
election as his calling card. 

Well, besides the hats. 

Last year, he sued the city 
in district court over its cam¬ 
paign finance laws (see “Zim¬ 
merman Sues City,” July 28, 

2015). During his campaign 
for the District 6 seat in 
2014, he filed a defamation 
suit against investigative 
reporting website the Austin 
Bulldog, which had accurate¬ 
ly reported child abuse allega¬ 
tions made against 
Zimmerman in a divorce case (see “New CM 
Zimmerman Loses to Bulldog,” Jan. 9, 2015). 
He ultimately lost that suit, and, according to 
Bulldog Editor Ken Martin, finally paid the 
last $2,500 installment of the $9,979 judg¬ 
ment on May 20 - 17 months after the initial 
ruling. 

This latest suit claims the city misled vot¬ 
ers with the Proposition 1 ballot language, 
leaving out key details, and “destroying the 
true essence of the amendment.” It also 
accuses the city of hiding the staggered fin¬ 
gerprinting benchmarks that would’ve allowed 
Uber and Lyft to continue doing business 


while it worked on complying with the new 
rules. 

Mayor Steve Adler’s office responded to 
the suit in a predictably terse manner: “The 
Mayor stands by the ballot wording but cer¬ 
tainly encourages Council Member 
Zimmerman to take this matter to court 
where the Mayor hopes he gets a full and fair 
hearing.” 

A week later, the TPPF filed its suit against 
the city’s STR ordinance, which the founda¬ 
tion said “infringes] upon the rights of pri¬ 
vate property owners and tenants” by 
restricting their right to “freedom of move¬ 
ment, privacy, and assembly.” 
The five plaintiffs, homeown¬ 
ers whose incomes are at 
least partially dependent on 
short-term rental income (par¬ 
ticularly commercial, or Type 
2 STRs), fear the regulations 
- and the February tweak to 
phase out those Type 2s - 
will force them to either sell 
their homes, redevelop their 
properties, or leave Austin 
altogether. 

While Mayor Pro Tern 
| Kathie Tovo does not com- 
£ ment on specific lawsuits, 

™ she said that commercial 
| STRs don’t always fit into the 
makeup of the neighborhoods 
in which they operate. “No one has an unfet¬ 
tered right to use their property for whatever 
purposes they choose,” she said. “We have 
zoning categories and use restrictions for a 
reason, and that’s to make sure that adja¬ 
cent uses are compatible with each other. 

“The City Council did, I believe, [make] a 
very good policy change when it made those 
amendments [in February],” Tovo said. “I 
think it was very appropriate for the long-term 
health of Austin’s neighborhoods.”

cil members. “Why is it we just don’t say, for 
all schools, you have to abide by whatever 
the base zoning is?” 

Mayor Pro Tern Kathie Tovo warned 
against revising and rewriting the ordinance 
from the dais, to which Adler agreed. Then, 
with the support of Council Member Don 
Zimmerman, he proposed that staff spend 
another week trying to fix that impervious 
cover divide. That further delay came with the 
clearly begrudging acceptance of other mem¬ 
bers, including Ann Kitchen, who said she 
was OK with the delay “As long as we don’t 
draw it out and as long as we don’t open up 
the other things that are here.” 

Similarly, CM Ora Houston backed the 
weeklong postponement, but warned that the 
city was “re-litigating some things that hap¬ 
pened a long time ago.” 


AISD Board Vice President Paul Saldana, 
who had spoken for himself and on behalf of 
Trustee Ted Gordon in favor of the resolution 
at the meeting, said he was “disappointed” 
in the delay. He noted that Adler had said he 
did not want to stick his thumb on the scales 
of creating equity, but had done exactly that 
by reopening the discussion. With all other 
stakeholder groups - including AISD, the 
Austin Neighborhoods Council, and Save 
Our Springs Alliance - supporting the reso¬ 
lution as written by staff, Saldana said Adler 
had simply placated the charters by putting 
impervious cover back on the table. More¬ 
over, with the item scheduled to return to 
Council on June 23, and citizen communica¬ 
tion on the resolution officially closed, Saldana 
said he was unsure what extra input staff 
were expected to solicit. - Richard Whittaker 
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How Do You Get to 100%? 

COUNCIL SEEKS CONSENSUS ON A TRANSPO BOND 


You can get some sense of where matters 
stand (as of this week) on a potential 
November transportation bond election by 
this detail: On Monday, there were three 
broad proposals under discussion, and by 
Tuesday, there were four. Entering today’s 
City Council meeting, June 23, the mayor 
and most council members have indicated 
they’d like to move forward on a bond pack¬ 
age - but they remain strongly divided on 
what it should contain, and how much it 
should cost. 

During last Thursday’s lengthy discus¬ 
sion, former Mayor Pro Tern Sheryl Cole 
testified on her previous experience with 
bond programs and noted that whatever 
disagreements and compromises might 
have occurred during development, the 
bond packages eventually won unanimous 
Council support. Cole added that while she 
always worked toward ‘TOO percent security 
that I was doing the right thing,” that con¬ 
viction was never quite perfect. “Because if 
you wait to be a hundred percent sure,” she 
told the dais, “you will never act.” 

It remains to be seen what percentage of 
consensus is possible by today’s meeting - 
the practical deadline for deciding whether 
there should be a bond, and approximately 
what it should contain. There appears to be 
majority support for putting a bond before 
the voters - but the rest of the discussion 
remains very much in doubt. 

And where there were initially two pro¬ 
posals (see “Dueling Bondage,” June 13) - a 
$720 million package prepared by Mayor 
Steve Adler, and a counterproposal with 
the same price tag, offered by Council 
Members Greg Casar and Leslie Pool - 
there are now four. 

The mayor’s plan focuses on reshaping 
seven major “corridors” - East Riverside to 
Burnet Rd. and parts in between - but 


would also invest in both more “local” mul¬ 
timodal projects, as well as regional high¬ 
ways like Loop 360 and 620. 

The Casar/Pool proposal would drop the 
regional highways - leaving that responsi¬ 
bility to the state and TxDOT - and move 
many more dollars into the local sidewalk, 
bike, and related pedestrian projects. (Casar 
suggested that he leaned toward the may¬ 
or’s plan if a Council consensus could be 
reached, while Pool indicated she was still 
trying to determine if even 
$500 million is affordable.) 

Then there’s the $300 mil¬ 
lion proposal endorsed last 
week by Council’s Mobility 
Committee and presented 
by the committee chair, CM 
Ann Kitchen. It roughly 
mimics the mayor’s package, 
but at much lower levels, and 
wouldn’t invest nearly as 
much funding in the “local” 
projects as the Casar/Pool 
proposal. However, the $300 
million package could be 
funded through existing 
debt capacity - i.e., it 

wouldn’t require a property 
tax increase, which for his 
plan the mayor is estimating about $5/ 
month for a median value home. But it also 
wouldn’t “go big” in addressing Austin’s 
intractable and growing transportation 
problems - a question at the center of the 
ongoing debate. 

Added Tuesday morning was option four: 
a $500 million package, which includes all 
the elements in the mayor’s $720 million 
plan, but funded throughout at lesser lev¬ 
els. (Its precise provenance was unclear, but 
it was posted on the Council message board 
by Kitchen’s office.) 


Mayor Adler defends his proposal as the 
only one large and broad enough to address 
the big problems, and also links the road 
work to its potential for reducing transpor¬ 
tation costs for many residents, while simul¬ 
taneously enabling more residential densi¬ 
ty. In turn, he argues, the density would 
support more mass transit ... and so on. 

“My belief is,” Adler said last week, “that 
we should go big because this is a big prob¬ 
lem. ... We have a traffic congestion and 
mobility crisis because we have chosen not 
to fix it. We need to fix it now. We need to fix 
it in a big way. We need to fix it in a transfor¬ 
mative way. We can’t nibble around the 
edges ... we actually have to go big and we 
have to do it right. Austin has a leadership 


role here, and the time is now. This is the 
biggest threat to our city and to our region.” 

To this point, his colleagues on the dais 
remain mostly unconvinced. Kitchen in 
particular has reacted sharply to the may¬ 
or’s implication that anything less than 
$720 million is hardly worth the effort. She 
pointed out that even a $300 million pro¬ 
posal is twice what the city had ever put in 
a transportation bond, and insisted, “$300 
million is not doing nothing.” She suggest¬ 
ed that her constituents might be willing to 
spend $500 million - but that more informa¬ 


tion and more outreach were needed before 
any final decision. 

Other than the mayor and Casar, no 
other CMs have embraced the whole $720 
million. Ora Houston mentioned “bond 
fatigue,” and Delia Garza joined others in 
worrying that allocating too heavy an 
expenditure on transportation might 
undermine 2018 bonds (the more normal 
cycle) for affordable housing, parks, librar¬ 
ies, and other needs. Don Zimmerman 
argued that any bond should be allocated 
among the 10 districts for council mem¬ 
bers to set the priorities, and Ellen 
Troxclair and Sheri Gallo expressed reluc¬ 
tance at any bond that would raise taxes - 
meaning no more than $300 million. 

Yet another background 
issue is the relation of 
Council’s decision to the 1-35 
expansion just floated by 
state Sen. Kirk Watson. 
Watson is advocating a $4.6 
billion, multicounty plan 
that he says could be accom¬ 
plished without local proper¬ 
ty tax hikes - funded instead 
with existing regional and 
state monies and perhaps 
allowing indirect TxDOT 
borrowing, using Austin’s 
lower interest rate. There’s a 
good chance that those 
regional, multijurisdictional 
highways included in the 
Adler proposal are implicitly 
tied to the Watson initiative. 

At Tuesday’s work session, council mem¬ 
bers had more questions than answers, and 
it’s not at all clear whether they’re within 
shouting distance of a majority, let alone a 
consensus. The conversation continues 
today - when presumably votes will be 
taken on Item 83, currently the mayor’s 
draft $720 million resolution, setting up an 
August final decision. You can find out 
more about the various proposals on today’s 
agenda, and on the Council message board, 
austincouncilforum.org.

LOGISTICAL ISSUE DELAYS GROVE PUBLIC HEARING 


At the end of a staggering, eight-and-a-half-hour public hear¬ 
ing on Tuesday night, June 21, the Zoning and Platting 
Commission had little choice but to break off and continue 
at a later date. Due to a logistical issue, the hearing on the 
Grove at Shoal Creek planned unit development is now 
postponed until July 5, when the commissioners plan to push 
it back even further to July 19 so that all interested parties 
can be present. 

With around two dozen speakers remaining at 1:15am, it 
became apparent that the commissioners could not realistical¬ 
ly listen to all of them and make a coherent recommendation 
in the same night. They spent a significant amount of time 
arguing over the date of postponement, mostly because the 
PUD is supposed to go before the full City Council in August. 

Grayson Cox, vice president of the Bull Creek Road Coali¬ 
tion - which opposes the PUD as proposed - did not hold 
out a lot of hope leading into the meeting, but presented a 
list of 12 amendments the group would like the commission 
to consider. These are broken into three categories (land-use, 
transportation, and parkland and drainage) and include 


requests for city-approved noise mitigation, $3 million dedi¬ 
cated to traffic mitigation and improvements, and additional 
park acreage. “These amendments will also increase compat¬ 
ibility with the surrounding neighborhoods, respect the infra¬ 
structure limitations of the site, and provide greater compli¬ 
ance with Imagine Austin,” the proposal reads. 

The trademark contention that has attracted so much 
attention to this particular PUD was in full force again. Parks 
and Recreation Board Member Alison Alter reiterated her 
view - which clashes with that of some commissioners - that 
the parkland dedication isn’t a “gift” from the developer to 
the city, but rather a requirement in exchange for the benefits 
a developer gets from doing a PUD. 

“It’s unfortunate that a number of people have that sort of 
perception that we have to take what we can get, otherwise 
we’re going to somehow lose out,” said Cox. “And that’s not 
the reality of the situation at all, because we know now what 
the baseline zoning is per staff analysis. And what the devel¬ 
oper was asking over baseline was an extra million square 
feet of development over what they could reasonably expect 


to get through conventional zoning. A million square feet of 
buildings is a lot of money. That is major, major money.” 

On the other side, Friends of the Grove co-founder 
Natalie Gauldin was one of several speakers pointedly 
asked where they live in relation to the site. She was also 
asked about any financial association FotG might have with 
the developer, to which she replied that FotG “has not 
received any money from the developer.” 

“It was unfortunate that I and other citizens in favor of the 
project were questioned about our residences,” said Gauldin. 
“Flonestly, I felt like many of us were being interrogated as if 
we had done something wrong. We were simply trying to 
express our opinions on a zoning case.” 

This comes after the city’s June 15 Environmental Com¬ 
mission meeting, where the commission declined to recom¬ 
mend the PUD as environmentally superior. That decision was 
made after yet another marathon meeting during which the 
commissioners heard from PARD staffers, discussed the fate 
of the heritage oaks on the site and their roots, and argued 
with one another about role and procedure. 

After the ruling from Environmental and action by ZAP in 
July, the PUD will move on to the full Council, where Cox said 
the real fight will begin. - Nina Hernandez 
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ACLU to State Health Department: 
Stop Hiding Abortion Data 


Against the backdrop of a looming U.S. 
Supreme Court decision on Texas’ abortion 
restrictive House Bill 2, the ACLU of Texas 

sharply accused the state health department 
of shielding valuable statistics on the state’s 
abortion rates from the public. 

In a letter dated June 15 addressed to 
Commissioner John Hellerstedt, the state¬ 
wide civil liberties group charges the Depart¬ 
ment of State Health Services with inten¬ 
tionally concealing abortion data from 2014 
- an especially important timetable, as it 
marks the first full year portions of the multi¬ 
part HB 2 went into effect and thus, an ideal¬ 
ly reliable way to track the law’s impact. The 
ACLU says the public has been able to 
obtain the data, which highlights where and 
how many abortions are performed, around 
the end of March for the 
past two decades. 

“[HB 2] was passed 
under the header of ‘We’re 
going to protect women’s 
health more than ever’ so I think it 
would be extremely helpful for us all to 
see what data the state collected on 
how well women’s health was protected 
the first year after it was passed,” 

ACLU of Texas Executive Director Terri 
Burke tells the Chronicle. “It makes us 
a little suspicious about why they are not 
revealing this.” 

DSHS stands in “direct violation of the 
Texas Public Information Act,” the ACLU con¬ 
tends, for refusing to fill dozens of open 
records requests (filed by reporters, academ¬ 
ics, and research groups) for the stats and 
for misleading the public about whether the 
statistical tables were complete. The ACLU 
also alleges DSHS refrained from sending 
emails about the data in order to “avoid cre¬ 
ating a paper trail.” According to the ACLU, 
the coordinated efforts to obscure the infor¬ 
mation from the public reached all the way 
up the department chain to the general coun¬ 
sel for the chief operating officer who reports 
directly to the commissioner. 


“We know that there has been instructions 
from the highest-level employees not to 
release data. They’ve said things like ‘Tell 
anyone asking that it’s not available.’ They 
are basically telling their employees to lie,” 
says Burke, calling the purposeful obfusca¬ 
tion a “flagrant abuse of authority.” (Burke 
says that because agency whistle-blowers are 
involved, the advocacy group is proceeding 
delicately and is not revealing its sources at 
this time.) 

While DSHS could craft a legal argument 
for concealing the stats, they haven’t gone 
that route, instead saying the data isn’t ready 
for release. Not mincing words, the ACLU 
writes: “Rather than responding honestly and 
claiming a legal basis for withholding the 
2014 statistical tables, it appears that your 
agency has chosen to hide 
the truth.” 

In response to the ACLU 
allegations, DSHS spokes¬ 
person Carrie Williams says if 
the data were all there, they’d release 
it. “The detailed data for 2014 isn’t 
final yet for Texas,” says Williams. “We 
released the provisional total as soon 
as it was ready several months ago, but 
the underlying details are being 
reviewed for accuracy. For the last sever¬ 
al years, Texas abortion data was typical¬ 
ly finalized and published between March 
and June.” Provisional (meaning it will change 
and may contain duplicates and/or other 
data errors, according to DSHS) abortion 
data for 2014 released to the Chronicle 
shows there have been 54,191 reported 
induced terminations of pregnancy in Texas, 
a 15% drop from 2013. 

After sending their letter, which also serves 
as a formal Public Information Act request, 
the ACLU has yet to hear back from DSHS as 
of press time. They warn that if the depart¬ 
ment should fail to comply within a reason¬ 
able time (that’s 10 business days under the 
Texas Act) they will begin to “explore all avail¬ 
able legal options.” - Mary Tuma 



Challengers Emerge for CM Delia Garza’s Seat 

Candidacies can’t become official until July 25 - when the city clerk’s office first begins accepting applications 
for space on the November ballot - but it appears already as though District 2 incumbent Delia Garza will face at 
least a couple of challengers in her bid for re-election to City Council. 

Wesley Faulkner is one. Faulkner announced his pending candidacy via Facebook midway through last week. 
Speaking Monday, the Springfield Village resident told the Chronicle that he’s currently in the process of read¬ 
ing the city’s 321-page candidacy packet, is “fully committed” to running, and is already in talks with a potential 
treasurer to oversee that part of his campaign. Wesley, 39, currently works in social media for the domain registrar 
company Namecheap, and has a long history of working with various nonprofits, including Big Brothers Big Sisters 
of Central Texas. Fie also serves on the advisory board for South by Southwest Interactive. He hasn’t announced an 
official platform yet, but said that he plans to place heavy emphasis on housing and transportation. He said he’s 
running to give the District 2 region “a little more attention than I feel like it’s gotten in the past.” 

“There are a lot of local issues that are not being addressed,” he said. “The visibility of our current representa¬ 
tive has not been as prominent as I’d like. The other districts’ members seem to have a louder voice than District 2. 
I would like to change that.” 

Casey Ramos, the second rumored challenger, did not return our request for confirmation. In a June 14 Facebook 
post, the St. Edward’s alum and local boxer - 22-0 in his career with five knockouts, according to The Ring - wrote: 
“If we run and get elected, we’ll focus on infrastructure, affordability and public education.” - Chase Hoffberger 
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At What Cost? 

AFFORDABILITY CONCERNS CLOUD RBJ CENTER DEBATE 


Depending on the outcome of an item on 
this week’s City Council agenda, some resi¬ 
dents at the Rebekah Baines Johnson 
Center in East Austin could soon be facing 
homelessness. Either way the vote goes. 

Austin Geriatric Center, the nonprofit 
that has managed the property for decades, 
is looking to sell a portion of the 18-acre 
tract in order to help pay for the rehabilita¬ 
tion of the RBJ tower and to construct new 
affordable units on-site. AGC, along with its 
team of developers 
including Southwest 
Strategies and DMA 
Development, has been 
working with the city 
for the past several 
months to negotiate a 
code amendment to the 
Festival Beach 

Subdistrict of the 
Waterfront Overlay. The 
amendment would cre¬ 
ate an exception to the 
impervious cover 
restriction of 40% to a modified 68% for 
qualifying properties in that district. 
Without the code amendment, AGC argues, 
they cannot sell the land at a price high 
enough to fund this redevelopment. 

The trade-off between impervious cover 
and affordable housing is nothing new, but 
the twist here is that AGC and its team claim 
that even with the sale, they cannot commit 
to their current levels of affordability, which 
are some of the deepest in the city. The 
complex, which mostly houses senior citi¬ 
zens, includes Section 8 housing as well as 
units subsidized by federal and city money. 
Presently, RBJ offers 80 units at less than 
30% median family income, 46 below 50% 


MFI, and 14 below 60% MFI. If the code 
amendment passes, the owners intend to 
offer 45 units at less than 30% MFI, 150 
below 50% MFI, and 255 below 60% MFI, 
according to the latest memo. 

While AGC’s plan would be a net gain of 
affordable units, District 3 Council Member 
Pio Renteria is concerned about the loss of 
units below 30% MFI. Renteria has been 
involved in this case since before he was a 
council member (his house is a few blocks 
away from the project), 
and he is pushing to 
retain as many as 140 
units below 30% MFI on 
the property. u We want 
to put language in the 
amendment that holds 
the owners to providing 
units that meet that 
need,” Renteria said. 

Clarke Heidrick, the 
chair of AGC’s board, 
said the project’s 
financing challenges 
make it impossible for the owners to com¬ 
mit to that number of units below 30% MFI. 
“We’d like to see as many deeply affordable 
units as we possibly can,” he said. “The 
issue is financing. We have to be able to 
finance our project in compliance with [U.S. 
Department of] Housing and Urban 
Development requirements, and we have to 
be able to pay our debt.” 

One source of the project’s financing is 
from HUD’s Housing Assistance Program, 
which must be renewed every five years. 
But AGC and its developers are concerned 
that the federal government could change 
this program in a way where it would no 
longer be available to the RBJ project.

Therefore, say the developers, they can’t 
figure that revenue source into their projec¬ 
tions for redevelopment. During a council 
work session on June 7, Neighborhood 
Housing and Community Development 
Director Betsy Spencer called this assump¬ 
tion into question. “Historically, we have 
never seen the Housing Assistance Program 
not extended,” she said. 

The city’s Watershed Protection Depart¬ 
ment has likewise disputed the developers’ 
claim that 68% impervious cover is neces¬ 
sary to meet their financial objectives. In 
December of last year, Council directed the 
department, along with the Planning and 
Zoning Department, to work with AGC’s 
development team to gauge the impervious 
cover exemption, adjusting it to the “maxi¬ 
mum extent feasible.” “From a technical 
standpoint, the owners and developers are 
doing as much as they can to offset the 
environmental costs,” said Chuck Lesniak 
from Watershed Protection, “but they have 
not provided us with enough financial data 
for us to agree that 68% impervious cover is 
the ‘maximum extent feasible.’” 

Last week, Dave Stauch from Capital 
Project Management, whom AGC hired to 
coordinate the project, presented AGC’s 
updated plan at the East Cesar Chavez 
Neighborhood Planning meeting, and the 
contact team voted to support the redevel¬ 
opment. However, there were some dissent¬ 
ing votes, including Sylvia Marroquin, who 
thinks the project will eventually exclude 
the senior community it currently serves. 
“They’re not going to provide the affordable 
housing they originally promised,” she said. 
“That demographic of people will not be 
there in the future.” 

Julio Perez, who also voted against sup¬ 
porting the project, said that the Festival 


Beach Community Garden has already 
done all it can to prevent the flooding of its 
plots. “We’re already getting runoff from 
the RBJ building and parking lot,” he said. 
“If construction starts, I might have to gar¬ 
den elsewhere.” 

Practically excluded from this decision¬ 
making process, of course, are the residents 
at RBJ. Many of them have no other source 
of income other than Social Security, and 
some cannot afford rent above 30% MFI. 
Willie Johnson, who lived at the Austin 
Resource Center for the Homeless before 
he moved to RBJ three years ago, said he 
might be homeless again with the upcom¬ 
ing changes. “The owners have had meet¬ 
ings to explain things to us,” he said, “but 
no one has given us straight answers to our 
questions.” 

Judy, another resident who did not want 
to give her last name, said that she thinks 
the new changes are not in line with the 
original mission of the project. “They are not 
doing what the Johnsons wanted,” she said. 

Renteria’s primary concern is that if the 
city cannot come to a mutually beneficial 
agreement with AGC, the owners may aban¬ 
don the property altogether. “In line with 
their goals as a nonprofit, they are obligated 
to provide affordable housing,” he said, 
“but not necessarily at that location.” 

Then again, some of East Cesar Chavez 
Neighborhood Planning Team are worried 
that this redevelopment could mean the 
eventual sale of the entire property any¬ 
way. At the meeting, Heidrick reassured 
the team that this was not AGC’s inten¬ 
tion. “We are a mission-driven organiza¬ 
tion,” he said. “What would we do with 
the money?” 

Surely there is a developer in Austin with 
a couple of ideas. - Joseph Caterine

Friday really enjoyed this side job ... until 
April 30. 

The day before, the News had published 
his drawing of two hard-hit farmers chatting 
at a fence about the low prices they were 
getting for their products. “I wish there were 
more profits in farming,” mused one. “There 
is,” exclaimed the other. “In year 2015, the 
CEOs of Monsanto, DuPont Pioneer, and 
John Deere combined made more money 
than 2,129 Iowa farmers.” 


It wasn’t exactly a harsh comment but - 
WHAP! - the next morning, Rick was slapped 
with an email from a Farm News editor 
announcing that, at the direction of the publish¬ 
er, Friday was immediately being terminated. 
The drawing “had caused a storm here,” the 
editor wrote, adding that one of the named cor¬ 
porate giants had pulled its advertising. “In the 
eyes of some,” the email confided, “big agricul¬ 
ture cannot be criticized or poked fun at.” 

And yet, Big Ag wonders why it is so 
loathed across America’s farm country! 

The petulant corporate bully that mugged 
Rick Friday won’t identify itself - but why won’t 
Farm News ? Does its publisher and owners 
feel no journalistic responsibility to report 
actual news - in this case, news that farm¬ 
ers really could use? The publication’s pusil¬ 
lanimous sacrifice of its longtime cartoonist 
is a shameful betrayal of both its farmer 
readership and the ethics of journalism. They 
should rename it the Agribusiness Shill.

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New Rodney Reed Filing 

DEATH ROW INMATE’S LAWYERS SEEK RETRIAL 


Attorneys for death row inmate Rodney 
Reed have filed a supplement to the Feb. 
2015 brief seeking a retrial on his death pen¬ 
alty case, arguing that new evidence has 
come their way that further indicates that 
Reed is not responsible for the April 1996 
murder of Stacey Stites. 

The brief, filed June 7 to the Court of 
Criminal Appeals and Reed’s trial court in 
Bastrop, points to a conflicting detail in the 
timeline of former Giddings Police Officer 
Jimmy Fennell, Stites’ fiance and the man 
Reed defenders believe is actually responsi¬ 
ble for killing Stites. Since Fennell first gave 
his official statement to police two days after 
Stites’ body was found, the understanding 
was that he spent the night of April 22 at 
home with his fiancee - beginning at 8pm or 
8:30 - and that he slept through her early 
morning departure for work at H-E-B. (Fennell 
testified in court to this chronology, as well.) 
But according to a recent interview with 
Curtis L. Davis - a Bastrop County Sher¬ 
iff’s deputy who 
at the time was 
one of Fennell’s 
best friends - 
Fennell told Davis 
that he spent the 
night of April 22 
drinking beer with 
fellow police offi¬ 
cers by his truck 
after Little 
League baseball 
practice. Davis 
said Fennell told 
him the next 
morning that he didn’t return home to Stites 
until 10 or 11 o’clock that night. 

Reed’s lead counsel, Innocence Project 
attorney Bryce Benjet, explained in the 
19-page brief that Davis revealed this con¬ 
flicting detail during an April interview with 
CNN. The network is currently producing a 
special for its show Death Row Stories 
about Reed’s case and the efforts to save 
his life. (Indeed, the Chronicle was in Living¬ 
ston, where death row inmates are housed, 
when CNN’s crew interviewed Reed.) Benjet 
wrote that he had not been aware of the 
interview until one of CNN’s producers asked 
Benjet to comment “about certain state¬ 
ments made by Officer Davis.” He said that a 
producer of the show allowed him and an 
assistant to view “portions of the interview 
with Officer Davis and to briefly review a tran¬ 
script of the entire interview.” CNN declined 
to release a copy of the interview or the tran¬ 
script for use with the filing. Benjet expects 
the “relevant portions” of the recording to be 
part of the special when it airs. A representa¬ 
tive for CNN told the Chronicle that there is 
currently no airdate for the episode. 

Benjet argues that Fennell’s conflicting 
chronologies concerning how he spent the 
evening before Stites’ murder further repre¬ 
sents evidence of Fennell’s consciousness of 


guilt, and that the notion of his drinking well 
into the night on April 22 would put him out 
of his and Stites’ apartment at a time that 
three forensic pathologists have concluded 
was the actual time that Stites was killed. 

The state’s theory holds that Stites was 
abducted by Reed and killed on her way to 
work on April 23, around 3am. Reed’s Feb. 
2015 petition for a retrial was rooted in the 
scientific conclusion that Stites actually died 
before midnight, on April 22, and that her 
body was moved from one location to another 
after she had been killed. The 2015 filing 
also notes that Davis accompanied Fennell 
through much of what the state accepts to 
be his discovery process of his red pickup 
truck after the murder, and notes how Davis 
signed out of a 12-hour work shift on April 22 
after only one hour because of what he 
described as a “broken tooth.” Davis then 
spent the next three days away from work on 
leave for a “personal death.” The filing fur¬ 
ther notes how there is no documentation of 
any attempt by 
the police to 
interview Davis or 
otherwise estab¬ 
lish whether he 
could have driven 
Jimmy Fennell 
home after dis¬ 
pensing of Stites 
and the truck. 

> The idea that 
J Fennell was pro- 
1 viding conflicting 
| statements in the 
aftermath of 
Stites’ murder aligns with six other instances 
listed by Benjet in the initial 2015 application 
for a rehearing. Benjet also implies that 
Fennell provided false testimony during trial, 
and that the state’s failure to provide this 
information on trial constitutes a violation of 
due process under Brady v. Maryland. 

(Fennell is currently serving a 10-year prison 
sentence that began in 2008 after he accept¬ 
ed a plea deal on charges that he raped a 
woman while on duty as a police officer in 
nearby Georgetown.) 

“In this case, the State failed to disclose 
Fennell’s inconsistent statement as to his 
whereabouts on the night of April 22, 1996,” 
Benjet wrote. “Even though the trial prosecu¬ 
tors may not have been aware of what Officer 
Davis learned from Fennell, Officer Davis was 
a Bastrop County Sheriff’s Officer. And the 
[BCSO] was the lead agency investigating 
Stacey’s murder. Accordingly, Officer Davis’ 
knowledge of what Fennell told him is imput¬ 
ed to the State.” 

Reed most recently faced an execution 
date of March 5, 2015, but saw his execution 
stayed two weeks earlier, as the Court of Crim¬ 
inal Appeals sought more time to review the 
merits of the claims made in his Feb. 2015 
filing. There is currently no timetable for 
advancements in his case. - Chase Hoffberger

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72 Hours (or So) 
of Ridesharing 

With Uber and Lyft still boycotting Austin, 
we take the competition for a drive

With transportation concerns dominating 
conversation from City Hall to office water 
coolers, and Uber and Lyft opting out of 
Austin proper after voters upheld the city’s 
regulations in the May special election, the 
ridesharing scene has turned on its head. 
Numerous players are currently attempting 
to fill a curious vacuum left by the disap¬ 
pearing megalith apps. 

To this end, it was decided that I become 
an oversized guinea pig and try out the 
apps people seem to be gravitating toward. 
I’d also talk to the drivers trying to make a 
little extra scratch, or making second 
careers, to take the temperature of the land¬ 
scape. I conducted most of my transporta¬ 
tion experiment Downtown during a week¬ 
end crowded with the Republic of Texas 
Biker Rally and ATX Television Festival, 
plus a last-minute trip this past Monday to 
try out the brand-new RideAustin service 
on just its fifth day in operation. 

I expected the drivers to be apprehensive 
of my presence - I’m a large, black man, 
which could’ve been off-putting to some. 
(The fact that I immediately introduced 
myself as a writer likely offset potential for 
tension. I became “the writer,” not “the 
black guy.” Believe me, this is no small 
thing.) It should be said that every driver I 
rode with had driven for Uber and/or Lyft, 
and they were all similarly curious about 
ridesharing’s future. I was fortunate in rid¬ 
ing along with a group of forthright 
Austinites - new and old - trying to make 
sense of it all, just like everyone else. 


“LIKE, FASTEN YOUR SEATBELT” 

My initial experience with Boston-based 
Fasten is actually on foot. Walking out of 
Trinity Hall with a fresh ATX Television 
Festival badge, an enthusiastic woman puts 
herself between me and my next step, flash¬ 
ing a card with a code for $20 off. I think, 
“Cool, I’ll check it out,” and also “Man, she 
must love giving out cards.” I tell her 
thanks, and sort of mutter “Fasten” to 
myself. I must be within earshot, because 
she responds with fervor: “Yeah, Fasten - 
like, fasten your seatbelt.” 

Launching June 1, Fasten (who had no 
comment for this piece) features some 
unique qualities, including no surge pricing 
for any reason. Riders in a hurry can also 
“boost” their rides, pushing ride requests to 
the top of the queue. You can text/call within 
the app, and it won’t display phone numbers. 

It has the most efficient rider setup of the 
apps I sampled. You can sign up using 
Facebook or PayPal - which I find much 
less intrusive than entering credit card 
information directly into the app. (I’m 
aware of the irony.) Fasten’s bright and 
clean interface is similar to Uber and Lyft’s. 
Needing to reach my ATX Television 
Festival panel at the Alamo Drafthouse Ritz 
on Sixth Street by 1:45pm, I locate a driver, 
Luis, and his Volvo at 1:30pm. 

The first thing I notice is the little purple 
car advancing on the map. Thankfully, 
they’ve made the guide vehicle reasonably 
within scale of the map - more on this later. 
There’s also a handy tab for driver informa¬ 


tion, including a few buttons for additional 
info. It takes exactly the seven minutes 
promised before Luis pulls up. 

“This is actually my second day. You’re 
probably, like, my third or fourth ride for 
Fasten,” he says, poking around at his map. 
The rider experience is seamless. As we 
travel Downtown through midday Friday 
traffic, I find there’s even a handy meter for 
fare tracking. 

The driver experience is more problemat¬ 
ic. Noticing his fiddling, I ask him about 
navigation. “The nice thing with Lyft was, to 
get to you it gave me the route,” he explains. 
“[On Fasten] I have to navigate. I have to 
manually look. It doesn’t really tell me. It’s 
not as intuitive yet, but it just started.” 

In choosing apps, Luis has had wandering 
eyes. “I chose Fasten because they only take 
like one dollar [flat fee per ride]. They don’t 
do the 25 percent commission [that Lyft was 
taking]. But if it turns out that another one 
- like Fare or Get Me - are way more popular, 
so they have way more riders, that extra 
couple of cents I’m making each ride doesn’t 
matter, because I’m losing rides.” 

When we arrive at the Drafthouse 12 min¬ 
utes later, the close out is simple. You can 
give a “thumbs up,” as well as a little driver/ 
car feedback. The payment screen is 
detailed and clear. Overall, I’d call it a suc¬ 
cessful trip, though you have to worry about 
handsy navigation by a less Austin- 
experienced driver. I give it four out of five. 

FARE GAME 

“We provide a more personal service - 
allowing our customers to build a network 
of ‘preferred drivers’ and receive 10 per¬ 
cent referral ride credits for bringing their 
friends to the platform,” explains Gavin 
Washburn, founder/marketing director 
of Fare. 

Rill of potential, the Phoenix- 
based Fare is a bit of an ugly 
duckling. Its interface is 
unsightly - robotic and 
rigid. You can’t use 
PayPal. It asks you for 
your Facebook infor¬ 
mation, but then wants 
your email and your 
billing address (!). 

There is one cool fea¬ 
ture: adding your favor¬ 
ite drivers to a “preferred 
driver list,” which could 
create repeat business and 
incentivize drivers to stick 
with the fledgling service. 

I search for a driver, immediately after 
my panel at the Drafthouse, at 3:14pm. 
After the app’s signature radar spins for a 
whole minute, David pops up with a nine- 
minute estimated time of arrival. It actually 
takes 10 minutes, but it’s only hot as hell 
outside, so no worries. 

Cars are disproportionate to the map’s 
scaling. The black and green colors, and 
radar - presumably, it’s tracking drivers - 
look like I’m delivering launch codes in a 
1980s Cold War movie, or playing an updat¬ 
ed MS-DOS game. I’m happy to put the 
phone down as I converse with David on his 


recent driving experiences - he’s driving for 
both Fare and Fasten. 

“I like Fare, but there is one problem. The 
ride [doesn’t just pop] up on your screen - it 
pops up on multiple drivers’ screens. It’s 
like Family Feud. [The driver that] hits the 
screen first gets the ride. It could be a driver 
that’s farthest away.” 

So, you’re at the whims of thumb speeds. 
That would explain Fare’s lag time hidden 
behind the radar, and the almost 10-minute 
pickup in the middle of Downtown. The 
close out is straightforward, but the pay¬ 
ment page looks like it’s asking me to put in 
initials for my high score. 

I’ll give it four out of five; ungainly inter¬ 
face aside, it works. A single update to the 
hailing process, putting drivers and riders 
closer together, would turn up Fare’s 
increasing appeal. 

“GO TO THE NEXT ONE” 

Dallas-based Get Me emphasizes tight 
focus on safety and accountability, per their 
site. (Get Me did not respond to my inquiries.) 
From what’s understood about their driver 
integration process, their vetting is thorough. 

Get Me’s app setup is middling at best. It 
allows you to scan your card, but has no 
PayPal or social media log-in. Logging in 
and out requires your phone number, then 
entering a code that’s texted to you. Making 
a move from Patika Coffee on South Lamar 
to Dominican Joe on South Congress, I hail 
my driver, Reynaldo, at 2:26pm. The pickup 
is in 13 minutes. Glad I didn’t need to get 
anywhere in a hurry. 

On the app, he appears to be floating 
toward me. As with Fare, the car looks car- 
toonish, but more fun. However, Reynaldo 
is serious business. Even his name com¬ 
mands respect. RAY-NAUL-DO. It’s a real 
man’s name. Fifteen minutes later, his 
Nissan Versa arrives. 

During the ride, the map¬ 
ping doesn’t seem exact or 
responsive, and is a bit 
slow in providing guid¬ 
ance. Though glad to 
be driving, Reynaldo 
thinks the infrastruc¬ 
ture leaves a little to 
be desired, too. 

“I like Uber a lot 
better [than Get Me], 
personally. It seems to 
be more accurate. [Uber] 
would ping the closest 
driver to the rider. [Get Me 
shows] one, or five, or 10 differ¬ 
ent riders requesting rides, and you’ve 
got to actually hold the phone in your hand 
and look at the zip code. Then you press on 
that ride, and it will say, ‘Job taken.’ Go to 
the next one, press it, ‘Job taken.’ Go to the 
next one.” In other words, more Thumb 
Olympics qualification times. 

There is a star rating system for driver 
performance, and descriptive payment and 
receipt pages. Reynaldo’s good service is 
sullied unfairly by the driver app architec¬ 
ture. It just takes too long - though as with 
Fare, a single update could turn the tide. For 
now, I score it two out of five.

There are apps I elected to not use, based on time limitations or redundancy. Also, I didn’t 
need to go to the airport. 

Strictly for black cars and taxis, ZTrip (3.5 rating in the Apple App Store, with eight 
reviews) offers no social link or PayPal during registration. Surprisingly, it has one of the 
clunkier registrations. Pricing is higher than the other players, but nothing to complain 
about. That already-regulated taxis and black cars (with livery licenses) are being used 
could be of comfort to riders not into being seen in - or in the company of someone driving 
- a Hyundai Accent. 

Tride, ScoopMe, and InstaRyde all have respectable interfaces and rider setups. But in 
attempting to use each, I got wait times of no less than 15 minutes, worse than Get Me. With 
InstaRyde, I could never get a ride confirmed. 

Then there are the taxi companies ($2.40/mile, $0.48/minute, plus a $2.10 base) and even 
Austin’s Capital Metro system offers a van-pooling service, featuring different monthly rate 
packages according to vehicle size. - K.S. 


THE GREAT UNKNOWN 

Arcade City, wholly unregulated and 
untamed, has flipped the ridesharing con¬ 
cept on its ear. It’s a peer-to-peer system 
with no middleman - and currently no app, 
either, though there’s supposedly one on 
the way Completely anarchist in approach 
(you hail a ride by posting to its Facebook 
group), its intriguing ecosystem has earned 
fans and detractors alike. 

Currently the subject of a police sting 
operation, its system is being tested, likely 
because these exchanges occur without the 
city receiving its cut - though, technically, 
rides not exceeding the 54 cents per mile 
federal reimbursement rate are legal. 

It takes about 10 minutes to get accepted 
into the nearly 40,000-member Facebook 
group. It’s like the Deep Web of ridesharing. 
You select all rides and can schedule them for 
any time. There isn’t anything you can’t get, 
short of an airliner. There’s even one request 
for a trailer pull to a Midwestern state. 

After posting for a ride on Facebook, I 
catch a ride with “Beth” (not her real name) 
in her luxury SUV, from the Riverside/ 
Congress Chevron over to Patika to meet a 
friend. The seats have adjustable A/C, which 
I highly appreciate. Having no app to dis¬ 
cuss, I ask “Beth” about Arcade City’s effi¬ 
cacy and workload. 

Appreciative of the community, she 
acknowledges it can be too much commu¬ 
nity. “Uber and Lyft, and with these other 
ones too, you go online, you work and then 
you go offline. [With] this, we’re giving out 
our personal phone numbers. [I’ll] get 
texts at two in the morning on Tuesday, so 
I’m like, ‘What are you doing out drinking 
on Tuesday?’ It’s definitely a round-the- 


clock thing. I mean we’re in essence run¬ 
ning our own business, but with the way 
that the regulations are in the city, we can’t 
make ...” She trails off. More or less finish¬ 
ing her thought: The whole operation isn’t 
exactly legal. 

The trip is amazing, of course, because 
she’s exceedingly pleasant, and also my 
whole body is refrigerated at this point. The 
service is hand to hand, and “donation”- 
based, so I came prepared. I ask for change 
for a $20. 

“This is another part of it - I’m going to 
trust you,” she says, pulling out a small 
packet of bills. There’s an inherent security 
risk built into Arcade City’s system, in that 
drivers will most likely have to have some 
cash on hand. 

“There have been times when people 
have been, ‘Oh, do you have $10 or do you 
have change?’ I’m trying to get in my 
pocket because I’m driving, and it’s like, 
‘Oh, let me pull out all this money,’ you 
know what I mean? At the end of the night, 
I could have a couple hundred bucks in my 
pocket. Who’s to say they don’t rob me?” 

Still, the sense of community, and implicit 
ask for mutual safety, seem to be working. 
As of this writing, I’ve heard of no reports of 
violence or robbery - nothing short of amaz¬ 
ing given the number of interactions. Even 
with the potential dangers, I give it four out 
of five.

(2) The establishment of parks and open space, to¬ 
gether with the design, construction, and maintenance

$65,000,000 plus: 

(1) Costs of PID bond issuance; 

(2) Costs incurred in the establishment, administration, and operation of the PID, and 

(3) Improvements funded from other sources of funds 

PROPOSED DISTRICT BOUNDARIES: 

The District is proposed to include approximately 1600 acres generally located near to and southeast of the intersection of 
US Highway 290 and Texas State Highway 130, within the City of Austin or its extraterritorial jurisdiction, generally bounded 
on the east by FM 973, on the south by Bloor Road, on the southwest by Blue Bluff Road, and on the northwest by Decker 
Lane and Capital Metro railroad tracks. The District's boundaries are depicted on the attached map. A metes and bounds 
description, and a map, of the proposed District is available for public inspection at the Travis County Planning and Budget 
Office.

PROPOSED METHOD OF ASSESSMENT: 

An assessment methodology will be prepared that will address: (1) how the costs of the public improvements financed 
with the assessments are assessed against the property in the District, (2) the assessments to be collected each year, 
and (3) reduction of the assessments for costs savings (pursuant to the annual review of the service plan for the District). 
Additionally, a report will be prepared showing the special benefits accruing to property in the District and how the costs of 
the public improvements are assessed to property on the basis of the special benefits. The result will be that equal shares 
of the costs will be imposed on property similarly benefited. 

The assessment methodology will result in each parcel paying its fair share of the costs of the public improvements 
provided with the assessments based on the special benefits received by the property from the public improvements and 
property equally situated paying equal shares of the costs of the public improvements. 

PROPOSED APPORTIONMENT OF COST 
BETWEEN THE DISTRICT AND TRAVIS COUNTY: 

Travis County will not be obligated to provide any funds to finance the Authorized Improvements. All of the costs of the 
proposed public improvements will be paid by assessments of the property within the District and from other sources of 
funds, if any, available to the owner of the property within the District. Any costs incurred by Travis County in administering 
the PID application and oversight process will be reimbursed through the assessment levied against property included 
within the District. No property owned by Travis County in the District shall be assessed. Petitioner or any developer of 
the property in the District may also pay certain costs of the improvements from other funds available to the Petitioner or 
the developer of the property in the District.

Liemandt of Trilogy and Andy Tryba of 
Crossover. It aims high civically, including 
features that ideally should enable drivers 
to earn more, while creating an altruistic 
sense of “local” for riders. Having just 
launched on June 16, it’s the newest ride¬ 
sharing service on the market - and clear¬ 
ly a work in progress. 

The Uber-like app is easy to look at, very 
clean in its approach. I was able to sign up 
via Facebook, but it still asks you to create a 
profile. Central to RideAustin’s aspirations, 
there’s a function enabling riders to “Round 
Up” fares, which brings up a list of charities 
you can donate to. 

Looking at the map, I would’ve expected 
more cars. Over a thousand drivers have 
been on-boarded by RideAustin, with 
Downtown being a focus. (The service area 
is currently limited to the airport and 
78701-05 ZIP codes.) Monday afternoon 
definitely isn’t prime time, but no more 
than six cars appear at any one glance. 
Hailing a ride is clear-cut, with minimal 
lag in acquiring a driver, but the wait time 
is seven minutes. 

Bill - London-born, New York-raised - 
and his Isuzu Rodeo arrive for my quick 
jaunt from Cenote on Cesar Chavez to Easy 
Tiger on Sixth. He asks me if 
my destination is on West or 
Dirty Sixth, which drew curi¬ 
osity. “The navigation isn’t 
functional at all, but it’s only 
been three days,” he says, 
completely unconcerned. 

“There’s going to be bumps. 

Other than that, I find it 
quite functional. It’s easy to 
get a ride.” 

On the driver’s side, the 
app operates similarly to 
Uber’s where, as Bill 
describes it, a rider request 
“pops up, and you have so 
many seconds to hit it.” Payment and review 
page are uncluttered and painless following 
drop-off. However, there is no page to 
review previous rides. 

Barely hatched at the time of my ride, 
the app needs more development time, 
and couldn’t be fairly judged. It gets 
an “incomplete.” 

WINGING IT 

The well-funded San Francisco outfit 
Wingz typically does scheduled airport/ 
black-car service, but has started a city¬ 
wide service called WingzAround. It’s not 
a ridesharing service in the same vein as 
the aforementioned apps - more of a 
depth-creating wrap-around service, with 
a hint of class. Drivers must use spotless 
vehicles, models no older than 2011. You 
can re-select a favorite driver, as with 
their regular service. I decide to use it 
because it’s aimed at a particular, mon¬ 
eyed share of other “normal” ridesharing 
apps’ collective base. 

As it’s more or less a booking service, 
signing up for the service is simple and 
non-intrusive. I take a ride from Starbucks 
near the Mueller H-E-B to get to a story 


interview at Apothecary on Burnet Road. 
You enter the locations, rider count, and a 
pickup time (which must be at least two 
hours out). It is intentionally more expen¬ 
sive, as it caters to your typical black-car 
rider. (It cost $15, where Fasten would’ve 
charged $9 for the same ride.) The driver is 
put at ease, not having to chase rides or 
beat a clock. For the rider, there’s no map 
or tracking. You’ll get a text from your 
driver within 40 minutes of booking, and 
that’s it. 

The finish is easy, and a driver rating can 
be done. I personally would not use this 
service, unless for a very specific purpose 
that required forethought. But it’s a top-end 
experience, and I’d give it - for what it actu¬ 
ally is - a five out of five. 

BRAVE NEW WORLD 

Among the apps I test-drove, Fasten 
offered the strongest experience on my ini¬ 
tial and subsequent trips. It must be said 
that long wait times outside of the coveted 
city center aren’t uncommon. The capable 
Fare, and middling Get Me, will suffer if 
they continue forcing drivers to fish open 
waters with pistols. These issues are not 
drastic, however, and could all be easily 
fixed in future updates. 

Fasten’s experience 
ranked just ahead of Arcade 
City, simply on the basis that 
it was legal, insured, and had 
Uber/Lyft familiarity. Though 
the Arcade City encounter 
was unusually liberating, I 
understand getting into a car 
with a stranger, beholden 
only to an honor system, 
could be unsettling for rider 
and driver both. With regard 
to the reported sting, Arcade 
City is offering to pay fines 
and legal fees for those 
caught. 

As for Austin’s ridesharing future, as with 
anything, the cream will rise to the top. 
Only the most agile, adaptable, and well¬ 
paying will survive. Overall, there’s a curi¬ 
ous lack of urgency concerning fingerprint¬ 
ing and background checks - odd following 
its emphasis during Prop 1. Save RideAus¬ 
tin’s rules-following (it pays for drivers’ fin¬ 
gerprint-based background checks) and Get 
Me’s supposedly stringent on-boarding pro¬ 
cess, safety does not seem to be an all¬ 
essential focus since the proposition. 

Rumors of Uber contacting former driv¬ 
ers are already making the rounds. If Uber 
and Lyft re-enter Austin with some resolu¬ 
tion with the city in hand, the apps and 
Arcade City will face a considerable uphill 
battle in retaining drivers, who bear no alle¬ 
giances except to livable, and preferably 
legal, wages. The driver jostling alone 
speaks volumes about employment and 
cost of living in Austin. 

“We’re in that weird position where 
we’re scrambling to work,” explains Luis, 
from Fasten. “There’s always gonna be a 
couple of winners. If it turns out Fasten is 
just not cutting it, I would switch over - no 
problem.” ■ 


As for Austin’s 
ridesharing 
future, as with 
anything, the 
cream will rise 
to the top.

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Can’t Possibly Be True: A watchdog agency monitoring charities revealed in 
May its choice for “worst” among those “helping” U.S. veterans: The National

App Nauseam 

In May, the Norwegian Consumer Council 
staged a live, 32-hour TV broadcast marathon 
- a word-for-word reading of the “terms of 
service” for internet applications Instagram, 
Spotify, and more than two dozen others, 
totaling 900 pages and 250,000 words of 
legal restrictions and conditions that millions 
of users “voluntarily” agree to when they sign 
up (usually via a mouse click or finger swipe). 
A council official called such terms “border¬ 
ing on the absurd,” as consumers could not 
possibly understand everything they were 
legally binding themselves to. (The reading 
was another example of Norway’s fascination 
with “slow TV”: The success of other mara¬ 
thons, such as coverage of a world-record 
attempt at knitting yarn and five 24-hour days 
on a salmon-fishing boat, was mentioned in 
“News of the Weird” in 2013.) 

Government in Action! 

The Defense Department still uses 19805- 
era 8-inch floppy disks on computer systems 
that handle part of America’s “nuclear umbrel¬ 
la,” including ballistic missiles. Also, accord¬ 
ing to a May report by the Government 
Accountability Office, systems using 19705- 
era COBOL programming language are still 


used for key functions of the Justice 
Department and Internal Revenue Service, 
among others (including Veterans Affairs, for 
tracking beneficiary claims). Agencies have 
reported recruiting retired employees to return 
to fix glitches in operating systems long since 
abandoned by Microsoft and others. 

In April, police in Boise, Idaho, told KAWO 
Radio that they will not relax the year-old ban 
on dachshund “racing” that was a traditional 
family entertainment highlight at the annual 
“Arena-Wiena Extravaganza” - because all 
dog-racing in Idaho is illegal. The station had 
argued that the law intended to target only 
greyhound racing; that an exception had been 
carved out for popular dogsled racing (rea¬ 
soning: individual dogs were not racing each 
other); and that, in any event, the “race” 
course was only about 40 feet long - but 
reported that the authorities were “dead seri¬ 
ous” about the ban. 

More Adventures of the Easily 
Offended 

1) A March video featured a black San 
Francisco State University woman angrily con¬ 
fronting a white student, accusing him of 
“cultural appropriation” because he was 
wearing his hair in dreadlocks. 2) A March fit¬ 


ness club ad pitch in Sawley, England, pictur¬ 
ing an extraterrestrial with the caption, “And 
when they arrive, they’ll take the fat ones 
first,” was denounced by an anti-bullying 
organization as “offensive.” 3) A May bus- 
stop ad for a San Francisco money lender 
(“10% down. Because you’re too smart to 
rent.”) was derided for “ooz[ing] self-congrat¬ 
ulatory privilege.” 

Unclear on the Concept 

Gainesville, Fla., performance artist Tom 
Miller planned a public piece in a downtown 
plaza during May and June as homage to the 
music composer John Cage’s celebrated 
“Four Thirty-Three” (which is four minutes 
and 33 seconds of purposeful silence by all 
musicians who “play” on the piece). Miller 
said his project would consist of local artists 
“installing” sculpture at 15-minute intervals 
for five days - except that the “sculpture” 
would have to be imagined by observers, as 
(in the tradition of Cage) nothing otherwise 
perceptible would be there. 

Wait, What? 

Robert Williams, 38, was arrested on June 
1 in Calhan, Colo., after challenging his 
daughter to a duel with handguns. Williams 
had pointed a gun at his daughter, then 
demanded that she grab one, too. The 
daughter’s age was not reported, but police 
said she and Williams both got off shots 
(that missed). 

Erick “Pork Chop” Cox, 32, in an angry 
construction-site clash in DeBary, Fla., in 
June, used his front-end loader to dump two 
heaps of dirt onto his boss, Perry Byrd, 57, 
burying him up to his waist before co-workers 
intervened. Cox said Byrd had taken the first 
swing and that he had only accidentally 
engaged the loader when trying to turn it off, 
but Byrd claimed that Cox was laughing dur¬ 
ing the episode. Cox was arrested. 

Least Competent Criminals 

Suspected drug possessor Darius Dabney 
finally confessed after a protracted confronta¬ 
tion with the judge in a Cincinnati courtroom 
in May - a showdown initiated when the 
judge noticed an “overwhelming” smell of 
marijuana accompanying Dabney as he 
entered the room. Upon extensive question¬ 
ing (according to a transcript provided by 
WXIX-TV), Dabney swore that he had no drugs 
- though the penalty for lying would be imme¬ 
diate jailing, but producing the drugs volun¬ 
tarily would result only in their being confis¬ 
cated, without charges. One more chance, 
the exhausted, super-patient judge implored, 
just to be sure. Dabney then sheepishly 
pulled out a bag of marijuana. “Finally, you 
come clean,” said the judge. “Are you sure 
[now]?” Dabney then pulled out another bag. 
“Oh, my Lord,” said the judge, who still kept 
his word and only found Dabney in contempt 
for “coming to court high.”

Only the Fourth 
Wall Is Forever 

After 10 years, Salvage Vanguard Theater is moving on 



T here’s a full-color painting hidden 
beneath several coats of white latex 
on one wall in the lobby of Salvage 
Vanguard Theater’s headquarters on the 
Eastside of Austin, Texas. 

□ 

The award-winning company has recent¬ 
ly been priced out of the venue it’s occupied 
since 2006: The lease ends when June does. 

SVT is having to go somewhere else now, 
and nobody knows exactly where that might 
be, because gentrification and development 
and this-is-the-banker’s-tune-you-dance-to- 
now, and I’m able to tell you about this only 
because my ex-wife used to help run the 
company - back when the thing was just 
starting out, back before the Manor Road 
space was anything but an unused former 
meat-processing facility. 

□ 

Molly Rice was the associate artistic direc¬ 
tor of Salvage Vanguard Theater in the days 
when founder Jason Neulander was leading 
the group of thespian renegades who’d first 
galvanized the scene in 1994, and Molly 
Rice was who I eventually married after see¬ 
ing her perform as a sort of duct-tape-cov- 
ered moth in David Hancock’s The Invisible 
Medium and as the Yellow Rose of Texas - 
in which role she simulated sex in a chair 
with Dan Dietz’s Santa Anna for Ruth 
Margraff’s Centaur Battle of San Jacinto. 

“You’re always writing things, Brenner,” 
Molly told me back in 1997, a blot of Dietz- 
sweat still damp on the Yellow Rose cos¬ 
tume she was removing in our Cherrywood 
rental. “You should submit something to 
the Chronicle.” 

“Ah, Moll, that unsolicited-submission 
shit never works,” I said. “You’ve gotta 
know somebody at the Chronicle - it’s noth¬ 
ing but a bunch of insider action in places 
like that.” 

But she insisted, and I relented, and now 
it’s almost 20 years later, and Molly and I’ve 
been divorced for over a decade, and I’m 
writing this thing for the Chronicle, this 
thing about how Salvage Vanguard and its 
umbrella’d companies - Trouble Puppet, 
Church of the Friendly Ghost, Kathy Dunn 
Hamrick Dance, Heckle Her, Gnap! Theater 
Projects, Lucky Chaos, and more among 
them - are unanchored once again. 

□ 

That painting beneath those coats of white 
on the lobby’s east wall? It’s a huge and pho¬ 
torealistic image based on four original des¬ 
serts created by Bribery Bakery’s Jodi 
Elliott, painted in 12 hours by Kaci Beeler as 
part of the 2012 Risebox Festival’s “Sweet 
Betrayal” performance, dreamed up with 
literary raconteur David Moses Fruchter. 
The painting’s been invisible for years; not a 
trace can be discerned through the layers of 
latex; and, soon, even its hidden existence 
will be wiped out when the building’s redone 


in whatever guise the newly monetized 
agenda deems most profitable. 

□ 

Jenny Larson, young woman out of South 
Dakota, freshly graduated from St. 
Edward’s University, grabbed an internship 
with SVT in 2001 - the same year she 
birthed a daughter who is, these days, 
beginning to make her own presence bright 
onstage. Larson was only - oh God, “only” 
- SVT’s associate director when the com¬ 
pany moved into the Manor Road building 
in 2006, but then Neulander left to tour his 
popular Intergalactic Nemesis across the 
globe and she assumed full control of the 
whole shebang in 2008. 


Note 1: Larson had starred in C. Denby 
Swanson’s Death of a Cat in 2004, a Salvage 
Vanguard show that shook the Off Center 
with its power, that also featured Dan Dietz 
among its actors, that was one of the best 
things Neulander ever directed. 

Note 2: Kaci Beeler, still a high-schooler 
and unknown to the city’s creative commu¬ 
nity at the time, was so affected by Death of 
a Cat that she went to see it twice and 
bought the script. 

Note 3: Another of Neulander’s several 
triumphs was directing a play called 
Americamisfit, also mounted at the Off 
Center, in 2005. The warped and rollicking 
account of the American Revolution was 


written by Dietz, who, these days, is out in 
Hollywood, scripting CBS’s Person of 
Interest, HBO’s Westworld, and other tele¬ 
vised dramas. 

Note 4: Larson herself directed Swanson’s 
A Brief Narrative of an Extraordinary 
Birth of Rabbits on the SVT main stage in 
2010. And, unless I’m misremembering 
here, some cooked form of rabbit that exud¬ 
ed an aroma compelling enough to make 
Mr. McGregor salivate in his garden was 
served up, in a completely unrelated event, 
by Eden East’s Sonya Cote - at one of the 
many culinarily enhanced parties and fun¬ 
draisers that SVT has hosted in its lobby, in 
its studio space, in its main theatre, over 
the years. 

□ 

And the musical score for all this history 
and so many of the projects relevant to it, 
before and during and likely after Manor 
Road? That score’s woven from composi¬ 
tions by Austin’s relentless maestro Graham 
Reynolds. Picture him, superimposed on 
each instance, a mostly ghostly princely 
presence, his long hair gently swaying or 
madly flying, his fingers coaxing beauty 
from or just about laying waste to some 
trembling, ecstatic keyboard. 

□ 

I know, empirically, that that dessert 
painting is hidden in the wall. I know it up- 
close and personal, because I painted over 
the goddamn thing myself. 

The 2012 Risebox Festival was over, and I 
was in charge of the SVT lobby gallery - I 
was and am its curator, its organizer, its 
pimp, as I have been since Larson offered 
me the position in 2011. And the next gal¬ 
lery show after Beeler’s “Food Porn” exhibi¬ 
tion was coming in - as preceded by prints 
from Tim Doyle and originals by Chronicle 
Arts Editor Robert Faires and the patriotic 
array of the “Presidential Losers” show; as 
followed by the photography of Shelley 
Hiam and the surreal Old Mastery oils of 
Alonso Rey and the mixed-media portraits 
of Beth Consetta Rubel and the woodcuts of 
Laura Thoms, the abstracts of Roy Moore, 
the aquatic emplushenings of Kristin 
Hogan. The clockwork schedule of eye fod¬ 
der continued to advance and required 
newly blanked walls. 

So I stood there and slapped a dripping 
brush over the four painted desserts, slath¬ 
ering skull-white pigment until the 
image’s rich colors and precise evocations 
of sweet and savory were fully obscured. 
Stood there, brushing, making one memo¬ 
ry with my hands while others flooded 
through my head: all the exhibitions and 
performances and creations I’d been a 
glad witness to in SVT’s multipartite 
cathedral of arts.

The main stage was where Michael 
McKelvey’s Doctuh Mistuh Productions pre¬ 
sented the urban and urbane romance of 
Stephen Sondheim’s Company and the 
audience-soaking bloodbath of Evil Dead: 
The Musical. The soaring space had played 
battlefield to Trouble Puppet’s Macbeth, had 
backdropped that same company’s deep 
rendition of Russell Hoban’s Riddley Walker 
right before the author’s death, had provid¬ 
ed a disturbing glimpse inside puppeteer 
Connor Hopkins’ psyche with The Head. 
Puppets? Puppets! Puppets championed by 
the Jim Henson Foundation! And not only 
those fomented by Hopkins, but by Glass 
Half Rill’s Caroline Reck and her amazing 
team, who brought the 
world Once There Were 
Six Seasons and The 
Orchid Flotilla, and all 
these object-manipulat¬ 
ing enterprises a plat¬ 
form allowing graphic 
designer Jennymarie 
Jemison to wield her 
skills in the form of 
unforgettable posters 
and collateral, a panoply 
of promotional delights. 

Graphic designer? 

Hell, that Jemison spar¬ 
kled in the staged read¬ 
ings of Craig Staggs’ 

Earp script, portraying 
Big Nose Kate in the 
soon-to-b e-animat ed 
Western farce, voicing 
arch dialogue among the 
likes of Chris Cubas and 
Kelli Bland and Jason 
Liebrecht and more, in 
SVT’s smaller studio theatre right off the 
lobby And the studio space itself, its bare¬ 
boned black box an ever-changing smorgas¬ 
bord of performative diversity, hosting the 
No Shame Theatre showcase as wrangled 
twice each month by Kerri Lendo; and the 
Weird! True Hollywood Tales series by this 
year’s Funniest Person in Austin winner, 
Lashonda Lester; and the improvised spec¬ 
tacles of Get Up and the Knuckleball Now 
and RhinoDino and others following in the 
wake of Gnap!’s Guilds of Steel and 
Showdown and False Matters; and the mul¬ 
timedia, Asian-focused explorations of 
Leng Wong’s Lucky Chaos company; and 
the hilarious rodential antics of The Ratgirls 
Go to Hell. 

It was, damn it all and may the Reaper 
fuck himself with a diamond-bladed sewer 
snake, the last place that our much- 
lamented Clay “Uncle Cuddles” Towery 
performed in. 

And my wife Katherine Kiger organized a 
50th birthday party for me in that studio 


theatre, getting Your Terrific Neighbors’ 
Curtis Luciani to do his comedy-roasting 
thing until, the wizard abetted by a coterie 
of some of my favorite and snarkiest friends, 
I was reduced to giggling tatters and a tear 
or two of laughter-wracked joy.

Tatters are what will remain, eventually, 
of all that’s happened in the Salvage 
Vanguard site on Manor Road. Tatters of 
actual documents, maybe, and of human 
recollection. 

Sift among those tatters in the years to 
come. Remember when Shannon McCormick 
and Lowell Bartholomee and Graham 
Reynolds brought two imaginary football 
teams to vibrant brother-vs.-brother rivalry 
in Unbeaten. When 
Rubber Repertory’s 
Biography of Physical 
Sensation made every¬ 
one experience, as liter¬ 
ally as it gets, the life of a 
woman named Jamie 
Damon. When Mr. & Mrs. 
Danger’s Blood, Sweat, 
and Cheers turned the 
place into a super¬ 
charged drama of profes¬ 
sional cheerleading com¬ 
petitions. When Joey 
Hood monologued his 
fucking heart out in 
Breaking String 

Theater’s I Am the 
Machine Gunner. When 
Physical Plant shifted 
the entire theatre com¬ 
munity of Austin into a 
future beyond their own 
inevitable deaths in 
Adam Sultan. 

And remember, maybe especially, how 
Jenny Larson has led Salvage Vanguard 
forward since 2008, the company under her 
guidance rocking the boards with Caridad 
Svich’s Thrush, Jason Grote’s Civilization, 
Sibyl Kempson’s From the Pig Pile, the glo¬ 
rious Bright Now Beyond by Daniel 
Alexander Jones and Bobby Halvorson, 
Adrienne Dawes’ Am I White, and the daz¬ 
zling metafictive zombiefest of Thr3e Zisters. 

Among many other wonderments, yes. 
Among what’s still to come as Larson and 
company, unmoored but not undone, 
searching for a new space to call their 
home, continue to produce exceptional the¬ 
atre here in the increasingly fraught cre¬ 
ative environment of Austin, Texas. 

But regard those tatters of memory, citi¬ 
zen. Shift them to the sides. Part them like 
curtains until you can see, briefly, in a 
lighted gap, a section of lobby wall under 
the dull white paint of which a fierce orches¬ 
tration of colors and shapes lies hidden. 

And now that wall is gone. ■

Summer Fare 

Wonderful musical numbers and strong voices highlight 
Austin Playhouse's A Little Night Music

Not exceedingly fond of musicals and 
embarrassingly unfamiliar with Stephen 
Sondheim, I worried how to approach review 
ing A Little Night Music. As it turns out, one 
needn’t be either fond or familiar to 
appreciate the work - though I sup¬ 
pose that’s true of many things. The 
themes within this early Seventies 
effort by Sondheim (music & lyrics) 
and Hugh Wheeler (book) aren’t quite 
universal but are (perhaps unfortunate 
ly) universally under¬ 
stood, and Austin

Playhouse delivers 
a production that’s 
solid, though some¬ 
what by-the-numbers. 

A Little Night Music 
was inspired by Ingmar Bergman’s 1955 
comedy Smiles of a Summer Night. When 
considering the era in which that Swedish 
film was created, it’s easy to understand the 
theme of rich, white people indulging their 
sexual hungers with little to no consequence. 
It’s a bit harder to swallow now, but Artistic 
Director Don Toner eschews agenda, embrac¬ 
ing the story for its entertainment value and, 
of course, the music. 

The plot is complex enough to create some 
comedic confusion: In turn-of-the-20th-cen- 
tury Sweden, middle-aged Fredrik Egerman 
(a rather dashing Huck Huckaby) is recently 
wed to Anne (Sarah Becker), nearly 19 and 
still a virgin, having not yet consummated her 
marriage. Frustrated, Egerman visits an old

lover, actress Desiree Armfeldt (Boni Hester), 
for a little, ah, relief. Armfeldt is currently 
seeing Count Carl-Magnus Malcolm (Jerreme 
Rodriguez, filling in for Brian Coughlin), and 
the dragoon not only catches Egerman at 
Armfeldt’s but does so while Egerman 
is wearing Malcolm’s robe, postco- 
ital. A jealous man, Malcolm insists 
that his wife Charlotte (Lara Wright) 
inform Anne of her husband’s infidel¬ 
ity. The plot thickens when everyone 
arrives at the estate 


of Armfeldt’s mother 
(Mary Agen Cox) for 
the weekend. Oh, 
and let’s not forget 
Fredrik’s son Henrik 
(Connor Barr), who is 
studying for the priesthood but is madly in 
love with his new stepmother. 

Keeping the complicated story on track is 
a chorus of lovely voices - Rodriguez, Natalie 
Cummings, Devin Medley, Richard Roberts, 
and Sarah Fleming Walker - supported by a 
live orchestra that includes Cliff Bond, Clara 
Brill, Diana Burgess, Kurt Kumme, and Greg 
Wilson. Designer Mike Toner keeps the set¬ 
ting minimal, with movable set-pieces that 
accommodate the choreography by Danny 
Herman and Rocker Verastique, though the 
large cast still looks a bit cramped onstage 
during the bigger numbers. In a cast full of 
strong voices, Hester and Huckaby stand out, 
especially during the familiar “Send in the 
Clowns,” with Molly Karrasch also striking as 



Petra, Anne’s lady, when she belts parts of 
“The Miller’s Son.” 

For such a sexually charged romp, though, 
the chemistry between characters isn’t always 
spot on. Karrasch’s free-spirited nymph 
rings most authentic, and Hester provides a 
nuanced character trying to solidify her true 
love. Barr’s frustration at his situation is 
believable, Cox has her cranky, cantankerous 
stoicism down pat, and Wright’s nihilistic wit 
is sharp, but Rodriguez’s Malcolm feels more 
buffoonish than menacing (although this may 


be the point). Otherwise, the cast doesn’t 
seem to fully embrace the story, with all its 
passion and intrigue. It feels more like light 
summer fare, the story merely a vehicle to get 
to the musical numbers - admittedly wonder¬ 
ful under Lyn Koenning’s musical direction. 

Still, it’s a delightful evening with great 
show tune standards. And though the mes¬ 
sage seems to be that unchecked infidelity 
and adultery will result in everyone’s happi¬ 
ness in the end, it can certainly be thought of 
as a vicarious, cathartic, cautionary tale.

“LOW DOWN: NEW WORKS ON PAPER 
BY RICARDO VICENTE JOSE RUIZ”

In Ricardo Vicente Jose Ruiz’s Underneath 
the flowers p. 1, three creatures/men have 
emerged onto a sea-battered hill at the rumor 
of something glorious. This glory they arc 
their eyes toward may be one of joy or it may 
be one of horror. Their world is primeval, a 
place of legend and bravery, and so they’ve 
come prepared for anything. They do not feel 
fear, because they have known it all before. 

They are shaman-warriors. They carry no 
weapons (at least not that we can see), but 
they carry color like plumage, and all the 
magic of their history. The shaman-warrior 
on the left wears a blue cap with a glittering 
silver medallion (an effect echoed in many 
of Ruiz’s pieces), eyes wide with exaltation 
like he hasn’t slept in years, kept awake with 
the hallucinations of prophecy. The shaman- 
warrior on the right is gray-faced. His eyes are 
large, like his brother’s. His gaze, however, 
is measured, patient, like whatever comes 
has been expected for an age. Gold rings his 
neck, and more silver. 

Between them is perhaps the greatest of the 
three, a shaman-warrior with a snout like an 
elephant, only instead of gray, it is a deep pur¬ 
ple, a maroon, maybe brown, undulating in and 
out of tones, testament to Ruiz’s sometimes 
fine, sometimes booming hand with watercolor. 
The snout reaches up to beckon or make an 
offering. He is on his knees in the mud. 

Behind them, sailing through their sky, 
is a blue god, its wings expansive, its body 
muscled and thick. Its eyes are blank, its 
posture a challenge to what may be coming. 
It’s difficult to say from here whether this god 
is an enemy or a friend. It’s difficult to say. 


It’s difficult to say whether this god on its 
red ship, sailing on a dark cloud through a fiery 
sky - streaked with rain, or maybe some other, 
more ethereal stuff - is in awe the way the 
shaman-warriors are, or if it is angry, or simply 
watching, as a god may tend to do, when the 
events of men are too small for its concern. 

It’s difficult to say whether the spatters of 
red at the shaman-warriors’ feet are blood 
falling from the sky; if the purple, yellow, and 
red surface they stand on is really a hill, or 
storm clouds; if the sparkling air is poisonous 
or life-giving. I don’t know what that thing in 
the sky above the god is; it looks like a bat 
tied to an emerald-studded string. I don’t 
know exactly what these creatures, these 
shaman-warriors, have to do with the impos¬ 
ing figure in Ruiz’s Mothers knuckles nearby 
(strands of gray hair collaged to its head, mul¬ 
tiple switchblades at the ready, like a char¬ 
acter from a motorcycle Popol Vuh), or with 
the Death Bird in Last Fall blazoned with the 
words “NEIL YOUNG 69,” or with any of his 
other visions. They would all appear to people 
the same world, if different spaces in it, but 
it’s difficult to say. 

I do know how it feels to me: This story is 
ancient and immediate. It is my own past, 
present, and future. 

Each of Ruiz’s images spins tales as 
dumbfounding and lingering as this one. The 
artist statement says the works are made 
from “watercolor, gouache, ink, glitter, and 
found objects on paper.” I think they’re made 
from something more, and it’s this cryptic 
thing, menacing and wise, that makes me 
wonder. - Sam Anderson-Ramos 
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“WHEN you don’t have family, they’re 
your family,” a community elder told me 
recently - referring to our chosen families - 
while discussing the 1980s AIDS epidemic. 
Thirty years later, that sentiment still rings 
true. It’s been a hellish couple of weeks, but 
if one good thing has come from the tragedy 
in Orlando it’s the overwhelming love and sup¬ 
port emanating from queer communities. This 
week, Austin is filled with fundraisers to help

ease the monetary burden on Pulse victims 
and their families. But there’s a lot of good 
queer history to celebrate, too. Sunday marks 
one year of freedom to marry, and Tuesday is 
the 47th anniversary of the Stonewall Riots. 

A year of Marriage Equality 
symbolizes how far we’ve 
come, while Orlando shows us 
how much further we have to 
go. But there’s no one else I’d 
rather be fighting with.

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“SARA MADANDAR: ANOTHER BIRTH” 

Courtyard Gallery 
Through Sept. 10 


All of the work in Sara Madandar’s “Another Birth,” at 
the Courtyard Gallery on the UT campus, was made in 
2016. It can take me six months to write one short story. 
For this reason, I have to be suspicious when a show 
claims 12 works brought to completion in less than half a 
year. As it turns out, my suspicions were not unfounded. 

The variety in “Another Birth” is impressive. The major¬ 
ity of the works are collage, and while textures and media 
are reused, it is almost always in a fresh way. Mirrors, 
for example, show up in several places. Welcome is a 
large square of reflective metallic paper; Mad Lion wields 
shards of mirror on a black ground; and Broken Sight 
uses a shattered mirror that echoes, and dismantles, the 
viewer’s body. Other materials such as thread, fabric, and 
hair return often. The square is ubiquitous. Madandar also 
recycles an ornate symbol that seems vaguely Islamic, 
though I can’t be sure. She is originally from Iran, so I 
guess that’s supposed to explain that, but without some 
context the cultural reference doesn’t do too much. 

It takes real inventiveness to do so many things, and 
it is fun to engage with an artist’s experimentation, but 
I’m going to have to insist that the experimentation stage 
remain at the beginning of the process, unless, that is, the 
artist has the supernatural ability to turn to gold everything 
she touches. That isn’t happening here. Mad Lion does 
some dazzling things with surface. An aggressive black 
square is veined and gnarled in a compelling way. But for 
some reason, this fantastic blackness is bordered on all 
sides by three sloppily rendered stripes. Why? It doesn’t 


look good and isn’t planned in a way to inspire interesting 
conceptual questions. The only excuse I can think of is 
that the artist wanted to try something that didn’t end up 
working. Drafting is central to art-making of any kind, but 
it isn’t something I expect to see in a show, which will tra¬ 
ditionally spotlight work that through an arduous period of 
building and rebuilding has become the very best version 
of itself. Most of these pieces read like sketches, which, 
unless we’re talking about da Vinci, doesn’t make for an 
especially rewarding viewing experience. 

Hidden Peace, a large square of pink fabric and stitch¬ 
ing, feels the most complete. It’s messy but refined - 
intentional. The vaguely Islamic symbol reappears. One 
is large and fills the middle of the painting; it is gold and 
hidden with thread that mimics human hair. Other smaller 
symbols repeat to make a rectangle that follows the walls 
of the frame. Some are colored with red paint that drips 
like blood. These decisions, as opposed to many others in 
the show, do not feel haphazard. They feel purposeful and 
are executed well. Even the places where the pink fabric is 
being stretched and distorted by the frame seem neces¬ 
sary and make me want to look closer. Hidden Peace is 
balanced. It’s doing something. 

And yet, considering “Another Birth” as a whole, I have 
to believe Hidden Peace, given time to evolve, could be 
even stronger. Twelve is a big number in such a short 
time, which is well and good, but I would rather see one 
finished piece that kicks my ass than 100 blueprints. It’s 
just more satisfying that way. - Sam Anderson-Ramos

DAY TRIPS BY GERALD E. MCLEOD 


The Bisti Badlands in northwestern New Mexico look like another 
planet. Sandstone-capped hoodoos fill canyons like a forest of altars 
to strange gods. 

An easy day trip from Farmington, N.M., the sculpted pillars in the 
Bureau of Land Management wilderness area are at least a 2-mile 
hike from the parking lot. The ancient river delta is now a flat desert 
with the rock towers and unusual rock formations providing the only 
shade. The landscape was created when prehistoric floods deposited 
sand on top of river mud and volcanic ash. Over the centuries the soft 
mud washed away, leaving the harder sandstone on pedestals. 

Evidence of a much different world than what is there now is every¬ 
where. Petrified logs, some six feet in diameter or more, lie entrapped 
in the gray mud that has turned to soft rock. Shards of petrified wood 
are scattered around the desert floor like fresh wood chips. Rust- 
colored stones covering mounds of dry sand were once mats of algae 
that thrived when this was a wetland. In the Seventies, the artistic 
rock features were considered expendable for the coal under the 
ground. Fortunately, this wonderland was saved from mining. 

Bisti/De-Na-Zin Wilderness is 36 miles south of Farmington. There’s 
no admission fee, nor are there clearly marked trails. The wide canyon 
that was once a river valley essentially runs east-west, but a topograph¬ 
ic map and plenty of water are comforting companions on a day hike.

AC Date Night: Gelateria 
Gemelli & Milonga Room 


AMARO NEVER DIES 

Walking along East Sixth Street, hand 
in hand with my main squeeze, Gelateria 
Gemelli’s marquee lightbulb ice cream cone 
beckoned, and I felt like we were Archie and 
Veronica on our way to the Choklit Shoppe. 
But stepping inside the sleek parlor, it’s 
obvious that times have 
changed. I don’t doubt 
that Betty would’ve found 
post-rejection comfort in a 
negroni - were she of legal 
drinking age - and Jughead 
most certainly could have 
demolished some peanut 
butter stracciatella. 

We hadn’t had dinner yet, 
but frozen gelato and herbal 
Italian liqueur seemed an 
appropriate meal for this 
oppressively warm summer 
night. After sampling several superb flavors, 

I settled on a scoop each of tangy plum sor- 
betto and olive oil gelato, so beautifully satu¬ 
rated with olive essence I was tempted to dip 
some ciabatta in it, while my boyfriend chose 
strawberry (the last batch of the season 
before peach takes over) and a goat’s milk 
& honey blend. Two pizzelles, pastry maven 
Laura Cole’s anise-inflected waffle cookies, 
perched delicately atop our scoops, giving the 


presentation instant drama. Houston artist 
Kel Brown’s kaleidoscopic artwork provides 
the perfect backdrop for a social media post, 
if one is so inclined. 

I asked the gentleman behind the counter 
(Gemelli owner Andy Sabola) which liqueur 
he thought would pair well 
with my selection. Since 
the plum sorbetto packed a 
tart and savory punch - lots 
going on - he recommended 
Amaro Nonino, which is one 
of the more neutral amari. 

The walnut-based spirit was 
smooth and sweet, reminding 
me more of a tawny port than 
a bitters. My date, in contrast, 
went straight for the Mexican 
Fernet-Vallet, its aromatic 
roots and herbs (clove, carda¬ 
mom) fitting my definition of a bitter digestif. I 
wouldn’t say it paired well with our sweet treats, 
but it was intoxicating sipped on its own. 

I had been eager to scope out the speak¬ 
easy below Buenos Aires Cafe. Milonga Room 
isn’t a secret anymore, but when I found out 
it is an amaro-focused bar, it seemed the 
natural place to venture after our first round 
of drinks. We had to text our name, party 
size, and desired reservation time to the busi¬ 



ness phone number to request a table, and 
then provide a password upon entry. When we 
entered the subterranean chamber, I under¬ 
stood why all the effort to secure a spot. With 
only about 25 seats, a third of that dedicated 
to the bar and the rest split between velvet- 
backed banquettes and a chaise longue, 
there was hardly any standing room. It was 
loud, perhaps due to the low, stamped-tin-tile 
ceiling, but still felt cozy and romantic. 

Our host, Paola MG Smith (co-owner of 
Buenos Aires with her mother, chef Reina 
Morris), welcomed us with a taste of her 
country’s version of amaro, called Pineral 
Argentina. It had a powdery nose and subtle 
fruit flavor, and a mild vapor that left my 
tongue tingling. As this was essentially an 
aperitif, we were pleasantly surprised to see 
that they serve tapas. (Who was I kidding 
to think that gelato alone could suffice as 
my last meal of the day?) Of the six empa¬ 
nada options, we chose the carne picante 
(spicy ground beef, raisins, and olives, with 
chimichurri). We also tried the tuberculos 
(roasted parsnips and other earthy roots) 
and the picada (a well-stocked charcuterie 
and cheese plate). 

To dilute our hearty snacks, we ordered a 
Buenos Aires julep, which subbed Cynar arti¬ 
choke liqueur and Pompelmo grapefruit soda 
for bourbon and seltzer, and the Milonguero 
(the name for folks who frequent milongas 
- tango dance halls), a concoction of rye whis¬ 
key and Amaro Meletti. Sipping my timeless 
cocktail among Milonga Room’s antique decor 
had me feeling nostalgic for eras I’ve never 
experienced in my lifetime. Speakeasies and 
soda shops have reclaimed their place in con¬ 
temporary culture, and I’m pleased as punch.

THE TAKE-OUT

Somewhere in Austin, a restaurateur is hav¬ 
ing drinks with his chefs, investors, and a cou¬ 
ple of college best friends, trying to come up 
with a great name for his Italian toast concept. 
It’s no easy task. The name has to be exotic, 
but not alienating. It has to convey whether 
the restaurant is upscale or fast casual or a bar 
at the edge of TABC requirements. It has to 
be something that looks good on a marquee, 
at least in abbreviated form. The only thing it 
doesn’t have to be is original. 

As it has traditionally done with fashion 
designers who simultaneously, inexplicably come 
up with collections inspired by nuclear armistice, 
say, or maybe Nanookofthe North, groupthink 
has infected Austin’s restaurant scene. It started 
out innocently enough with the class of single¬ 
word names - Vespaio, Zoot, wink, Aquarelle, 
Uchi - that announced Austin was entering a new 
culinary era. That was followed by the “ands” 

- Foreign & Domestic, Salt & Time, Fabi + Rosi - 
breaking up the formula, but still adaptable to 
the character of the business and customizable 
with variations in punctuation. 

Those were the golden days. Maybe it’s 
that there are too many names floating 
about or maybe there’s less passion in the 
scene, but Austin’s restaurants seem now to 
be named by a random generator. In 2014, it 
was the “forks,” with Fork & Taco and Fork & 
Vine joining Flour & Vine in a Google search 
goulash. In 2015, there was a mini-trend 
in embracing pyromania (Burn, Blaze), but 
now the “yards” have taken over with Yard 
Bar, Yard House (to be fair, that one is not a 
locally owned concept), and Parlor & Yard. 

There are some charming trends, sure, 
like homages to family members (Gardner, 
Olamaie, Irene’s), ill-fated Shakespearean 
heroines (Ophelia, Juliet), and old ladies both 
human and fowl (Sophia’s, Geraldine’s). And 
every so often something comes completely 
from left field (Royal Jelly), but for the most 
part the new additions to our restaurant guide 
are infuriatingly bland. 

Does this say something about Austin? Is our 
current restaurant scene more of a marketing 
study than a passion project? Certainly, there 
are some places with questionable names 
(looking at you, Counter 3. Five. VII) that make 
some of the most innovative food in town. And 
places like Franklin Barbecue, Hopdoddy, or Via 
313 don’t need the frisson of a few syllables to 
pack customers in. Of course the name doesn’t 
matter as much as the food. 

But too often an uninspired name is a har¬ 
binger of an uninspired menu. Want a crab 
toast that randomly incorporates sambal just 
because? Go to Copper & Brine. Hankering for 
an artisanal, wood-fired pizza made with arti¬ 
chokes and truffle oil? Go to Scorch. And don’t 
forget to spend a night trying out the 50 beers 
on tap at Fork Yard. Their arancini sets a new 
standard. Yes, all three restaurants are made 
up. We nonetheless look forward to attending 
their summer 2017 openings.

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To Sleep, Perchance to Die 

Stay awake for Rooster Teeth’s new series Day 5

Meteors. Zombies. Giant ants. Humanity 
has ended so many ways. But in Day 5, the 
newest online series from Austin’s Rooster 
Teeth, the end of civilization comes not with 
a bang, or a whimper, but a deep slumber. 

It’s an apocalyptic thriller with one very 
simple rule: Don’t fall asleep, because even 
40 winks mean a permanent dirt nap. The 
basic idea has been gestating for around 
five years, well before showrunner and 
writer/director Josh Flanagan joined the 
Rooster Teeth team. He said, “At the time, 
they were trying to come up with an apoca¬ 
lyptic thing they could do on a low budget. 
Well, if everyone just died when they were 
asleep, then there wouldn’t be barricades, 
there wouldn’t be all this apocalyptic imag¬ 
ery. The streets would just be empty.” 

Over time, the story morphed dramati¬ 
cally. First it was envisioned as a full-length 
movie, and then a shorter character-driven 
piece written by Flanagan and RT regular 
Chris Demarais. However, at a 45-minute 
runtime, it was too long to be a short, and 


too short to be a feature. Flanagan said, 
“Eventually, they saw enough potential in 
that to blow it up into an entire series, and 
so Chris and I were back on it again.” 

The six-episode, hourlong format is the 
latest development for Rooster Teeth, the 
Austin studio that in 2003 started doing 
short, downloadable Halo spoofs. This 
was before internet video became com¬ 
monplace, two years before the launch of 
YouTube. Yet, it was a risk that paid off, as 
RT has become one of the biggest creators 
and distributors of online content. Last 
year, they broke into moviemaking with 
their Indiegogo record-breaking comedy 
Lazer Team, and this coming September 
they’ll launch their new high-concept sci-fi 
comedy Crunch Time. Now Day 5, which 
launched on June 19, is their first foray 
into long-form drama. Flanagan said, “We 
just approached it first and foremost as 
just making a good show. Really playing 


off the concept and having characters you 
care about. It is dramatically different, even 
humorwise, from what Rooster Teeth does. 
The perk is that, at least for the audience, 
there’s been an anticipation for this brand- 
new direction.” 

The drama riffs on other 
postapocalyptic shows, clear 
nods to iconic moments like 
London’s empty streets in 
28 Days Later. After see¬ 
ing how many road races 
could close large stretches 
of Downtown Austin, the 
producers reached out to the city and found 
out that a permit was surprisingly afford¬ 
able. They then waited until their annual 
convention, RTX, and put out a call for 
attendees to get up at 4am and lie in the 
gutter. So unlike Danny Boyle’s zombie 
classic, where the only things on the street 
were trash and abandoned vehicles, Day 5 


filled an empty Congress Avenue with 1,800 
willing dead bodies. 

Amid all the darkness, there is still com¬ 
edy. However, breaking Rooster Teeth’s 
established brand of sight gags and witty 
puns, Flanagan said there is “a gallows 
humor. To me, that’s more true to life, and 
it’s a big differentiator between us and a 
lot of other apocalyptic shows. It’s almost 
fatiguing after a while when everything’s so 
grim and everyone’s so serious. No, they’d 
be cracking jokes on the precipice of death.” 

Actor Jesse C. Boyd sees the show as 
further blurring the line between tradi¬ 
tional broadcast and cable TV, and the once- 
maligned format of web series. He said, “95 
percent of the world watches their televi¬ 
sion on the web. They might be plugged in 
to their Apple TV or Hulu or whatever, but 
they’re watching it on the web.” 

When the action starts, Boyd’s character 
Jake has already been up for almost a week, 
but Boyd admits he’s never lasted more 
than 24 hours in real life. He said, “I’ve 
had plenty of two-hour nights, and been 
fine. But to completely not sleep, I’d just be 
insane.” 

Flanagan’s personal sleep-free record is a 
two-and-a-half day stint when he was in the 
Army. Similarly, co-star Stephanie Drapeau 
managed a couple of sleepless days in high 
school, but, she adds, “It got weird.” She 
plays Ally, a doctor who survived the great 
extinction because she was working the 
night shift. Drapeau said, “She’s a little 
bit more of the stable minded one, who’s 
always looking for the cure, and trying to 
find the solution to what’s going on with all 
these crazy cats for all these other reasons.” 

“Yeah,” said Boyd. “I was not up in the 
middle of the night for a late shift at work.” 
Jake’s reasons for being up for almost a 
week are far less altruistic, and it’s only 
when he leaves his apartment to find a 
lighter that he discovers sleep has become 
lethal. But while more normally level heads 
are panicking, Boyd said, “He’s built for the 
apocalypse. He’s got experience of staying 
up late at night and running away from 
problems.” 

“And creating challenges for other peo¬ 
ple,” Drapeau interjected. Not that being 
up for five days straight doesn’t have its 
own challenges, as the survivors struggle 
to find any way - exercise, adrenaline, 
drugs (both prescription and recreation¬ 
al) - to stay awake for one more minute. 

However, when research¬ 
ing her character, Drapeau 
found that extreme sleep 
deprivation is still a myste¬ 
rious area. “One guy didn’t 
sleep for 11 days, and there 
was one kid in college who 
tried to make it a week but 
couldn’t, but there’s very 
little research, outside of torture tactics. So 
the beauty is that we can be a little more 
creative.” For her, that unpredictability is 
what the series is about: “It’s a band of peo¬ 
ple from totally different walks of life. ... 
Would they pull together? Would they lose 
their shit? Would they try to do it alone? 
Would they join forces?” ■

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It is known that the ninth episode of 
each Game of Thrones season clears the 
decks for the finale, to set up reconfigured 
pieces and move forward. Daenerys gets 
the C-3P0 treatment from some worship¬ 
ful, downtrodden underclass or another, the 
Starks count up how many of them died this 
year, Sansa gets sold off to one dickhead or 
another, the Red Woman is revealed to be 
creepy in some new way, Arya shows up five 
minutes late for whatever nice thing she was 
about to get, Cersei blows her own mind with 
how crazy she’s acting, Jon Snow is wildly 
celebrated despite his utter mediocrity, and 

- generally speaking - the few favorites still 
standing die in horrific ways. 

Every finale’s gone down this checklist, 
and Sunday’s coming finale 

- the longest episode in the 
show’s history at a very nice 
69 minutes - will presum¬ 
ably run them down again. 

Coming out of the beautifully 
messy, penultimate “Battle 
of the Bastards,” it’s worth at 
least twenty minutes of extra 
time explaining where all the 
pieces have even fallen. Jon 
Snow essentially rules the 
North, depending on what 
Sansa owes Littlefinger for saving every¬ 
body’s bacon this week at Winterfell. One pre¬ 
sumes this quid pro quo will be marriage - 
either to Littlefinger himself in a Hitchcockian 
sex switcheroo for Sansa’s stone-hearted 
mother Catelyn, or to his young stepson, 
breast-feeding rights enthusiast Robin Arryn 

- and one also presumes that Sansa will do 
it, and then shove whatever dude it ends up 
being out the Moon Door, where they belong. 
Where, let’s be frank, everybody who has ever 
met Sansa belongs. 

So that’s the North, which matters in 
terms of the zombie apocalypse and also 
because a happy Jon is a quiet Jon, and final¬ 
ly being Warden of the North might actually 
cheer him up for a second. Of course with 
the oracular Bran Stark still mid-storyline and 
on the run from the Night King, Sunday could 
very well also be about clarifying Jon Snow’s 
parentage once and for all, and Davos’ com¬ 


ing vengeance on Melisandre will help. The 
Hound’s heading north with the Brotherhood, 
presumably to meet up with them as well. 

Meanwhile, Essos’ new It Couple, Queens 
Daenerys and Ironborn Asha, make their way 
west to King’s Landing, just in time to see it 
blown to hell by Cersei. It seems likely the 
ladies of Dome will lock ranks with her as 
well: a triumvirate of forces led by women 
who love nothing more than making executive 
decisions about nations without input from 
anyone actually involved. 

Between the Starks’ wartime unification 
of the noble houses and Wildlings up north, 
and the Faith Militant inspiring similar alli¬ 
ances in the South, the outlook’s never been 
brighter in some ways. But Bran’s visions 

of the Children of the Forest 
deploying their desperate 
magic to create the Night 
King’s army in the first place 
suggest those wights are an 
aberration. Like the long line 
of bloody retribution that runs 
through Greek tragedy, from 
Iliad to Odyssey to Oresteia, 
it turns out war only creates 
itself. As the Hound’s buddy 
Brother Ray (Ian McShane) 
pointed out, violence is a 
virus that you can refuse to spread. 

It’s what makes the Starks’ ongoing 
legacy of disappointment so compelling, as 
any choice other than murder makes you 
a chump; it’s also what makes the High 
Sparrow so difficult to nail down, because 
he sticks to his story as well as any zealot. 
But ultimately, both Cersei and Daenerys 
have dealt with every possible scenario in 
which you burn out the infection, and over 
and over have learned the hard way that 
nothing comes from trouble - from deals 
with the devil - but more trouble. At the 
end of a season more in line with real-world 
events than ever before, it’s a fine medita¬ 
tion to end on: Hatred begets hate, vio¬ 
lence begets vengeance. It’s going to take 
a lot more than dynasties and backroom 
deals, or conversely, socialist rhetoric, to 
heal Westerns from the wounds she keeps 
dealing herself. ■

A Provocative 
Bauble 

Nicolas Winding Refn strikes again

I have come to the conclusion that 
Nicolas Winding Refn doesn’t give a fuck 
what you think about his films. After the 
success of 2011’s Drive, Refn confounded 
audiences with 2013’s Only God Forgives, 
a color kaleidoscope of brutality and slow- 
burning excess that polarized every single 
person who watched it. “All style and no 
substance,” seemed to be the most popular 
(and tired) salvo leveled against Refn, which 
is interesting when you look at his earlier 
work, specifically his Pusher trilogy, a brilliant 
and visceral examination of low-level drug 
dealers in Copenhagen - films heav¬ 
ily driven by narrative. This new Refn 
though, reborn with 2008’s Bronson 
(his masterpiece), heralded a mar¬ 
riage between style and substance, 
and he is increasingly becoming 
obsessed with the former, while 
letting the latter just kind of be. 

He’s like the bizarro version of 
Wes Anderson’s same meticu¬ 
lous attention to detail, but while 
you can tell Anderson wants to 
entertain you with a story, Refn 
is clearly more interested in 
mood and highly stylized provoca¬ 
tion. With The Neon Demon, he 
more or less succeeds. 

In a tale as old as Hollywood, 16-year-old 
Jesse (Fanning) arrives in L.A. with dreams 
of a high-fashion modeling career. Staying in 
a run-down, but incredibly art-directed motel, 
run by a super-sleazy Keanu Reeves (doing 
what he can with what he’s given), Jesse 
gets the help she needs in Ruby (Malone), 
a makeup artist with connections. Quickly, 


she becomes the new It Girl, much to the 
chagrin of Ruby’s friends Sarah (Lee) and 
Gigi (Heathcoate), two models whose career 
arcs appear to be waning. There are creepy 
fashion photographers (Harrington, hilarious), 
creepy fashion designers (Nivola, also hilari¬ 
ous), and well, let’s just say everyone is pret¬ 
ty much creepy (and hilarious) in The Neon 
Demon, except perhaps for Jesse’s friend 
Dean (Glusman), whom she met on the inter¬ 
net and who takes pictures of her half-naked 
and covered in blood. Predators abound in 
the film, most obviously exemplified by a 
mountain lion who gets into Jesse’s 
motel room to wreak havoc, and it can 
often be a strange film to unpack. Is it 
a straight-up horror movie? A mockery 
of artifice? Is the fact that the film 
traffics in nothing but artifice a 
mockery of that mockery? 

Only Refn and film grad stu¬ 
dents know for sure, but what 
The Neon Demon does do is offer 
up a magnificently beautiful bau¬ 
ble, full of glittering diamonds, 
hard candy, and fresh meat. With 
cinematographer Natasha Braier, 
Refn goes full Kubrick, all slow 
zooms and meticulously over¬ 
crafted sets. And frequent music collaborator 
Cliff Martinez adds a dizzying soundtrack that 
hypnotizes and jars with equal measure. In 
short, it’s basically a feature-length music 
video with some dialogue and a bloody end¬ 
ing, as written by Dario Argento, and shot by 
Helmut Newton. Which is right up my alley, 
which is probably saying too much.

Brian De Palma is one of the great film¬ 
makers of the American New Wave, a mem¬ 
ber of the generation of so-called “movie 
brats” who were brought up on Hollywood 
movies of the past and inspired by the 
European arthouse films of the Fifties and 
Sixties. Reaching their first blossom in 
the Seventies, many like Martin Scorsese, 
Francis Ford Coppola, Steven Spielberg, and 
George Lucas have already been canonized, 
but others such as De Palma remain, in the 
public eye, only as good as their last film. 
Even worse, De Palma, the truest inheritor 
of the Hitchcockian tradition of frights and 
doppelgangers ( Sisters, Obsession, Dressed to 
Kill, Body Double), has often been denigrated 
as a derivative stylist, a hip-hop hero of vio¬ 
lent gunplay (Scarface), and a fashioner of 
uniquely American horrors ( Carrie, Casualties 
of War, The Untouchables). Yet De Palma 
is more than the sum of these things. A 
consummate technician and storyteller, this 
filmmaker has worked inside and outside the 
studio system and at all times understands 
what he is doing and why. 

Crafted by two other filmmakers and admir¬ 
ers, Jake Paltrow and Noah Baumbach, this 
documentary presents De Palma talking 
directly to them off-camera about his early 
personal background and each of his films 
in chronological order. The talking-head seg¬ 
ments are interspersed with a great selection 
of demonstrative clips from his (and other) 
movies. De Palma offers a master class in 
filmmaking, every bit of it as compelling as 
this master’s films. His anecdotes are choice 
and illustrative, his viewpoints both joyous 
and curdling, and his memory for detail envi¬ 
able. This should be required viewing for 
every avowed student of film, though I’m not 
sure how much interest this documentary will 
hold for casual observers. Yet, since so many 
of De Palma’s films have become part and 
parcel with the American cultural conscious¬ 
ness of the last 50 years, I can’t imagine 
this filmmaker’s insights not providing every 
viewer with some memorable takeaways.

ALAMO S. LAMAR, VIOLET CROWN

Winner of the Palme d’Or at the 2015 
Cannes Film Festival, Dheepan is a sym¬ 
pathetic yet gimlet-eyed story about the 
immigrant experience in France. Directed by 
Jacques Audiard (A Prophet; Rust and Bone), 
the film evidences the filmmaker’s realist 
tendencies and brash storytelling skills, 
although Dheepan’ s interpersonal and cul¬ 
tural observations are overtaken in the third 
act by more pulpy violence. 

The movie opens as three unrelated Sri 
Lankan refugees from civil war assume 
the identities of three dead escapees, and 
thereafter adopt the appearance of a father, 
mother, and daughter in order to flee the 
chaos and cross international borders. This 
readymade family is sent to one of the hous¬ 
ing projects in the banlieues, or suburbs, that 


is overrun with gang violence. While living 
together in a cramped apartment, each of 
them tries to fit into the role they’ve been 
assigned. Dheepan (Antonythasan), the 
“father and husband,” becomes a building 
caretaker, and cleans up after much of the 
gang mess. His “wife” Yalini (Srinivasan) 
provides personal care for a bedridden resi¬ 
dent whose apartment is also a squat for 
the hoodlums. Young lllayaal (Vinasithamby) 
attends school and develops typical adoles¬ 
cent tensions with her pretend mother. 

Until things devolve into a stormy conclu¬ 
sion, Dheepan is a sharply observed drama 
about identity and separation, strangeness 
and commonalities, and making do while 
hoping for something better. Each of these 
refugees eventually has a heartbreaking rev¬ 
elation that one catastrophe has been traded 
in for another. The nonprofessional actors 
deliver stirring performances and Audiard 
never sentimentalizes the characters’ situa¬ 
tion. And despite the film’s misguided climax, 
Audiard again demonstrates that he is one of 
the top filmmakers working today.

VIOLET CROWN 

FREE STATE OF JONES

Nevertheless, this 
ambitious and well-researched movie often 
trips over its own feet while translating its 
knowledge into a dramatic tale, leaving little 
but Matthew McConaughey’s focused lead 
performance and Benoit Delhomme’s lovely 
cinematography to stir viewers’ interests. 

McConaughey plays Newton Knight, a 
medic for the Confederacy during the Civil 
War when he deserts and returns home to 
Jones County in southeastern Mississippi. 

He has come to believe that the war is

being fought for the benefit of rich, white 
men and that he’s no longer willing to die 
in order to protect their cotton. And once 
he returns home, he finds his and his 
neighbors’ small farms being pillaged by 
Confederate tax collectors, which further 
enrages him. Initially, he teaches some 
of the remaining womenfolk and children 
to shoot rifles and stand their ground, 
but soon the threats to his life become 
so severe that he leaves his wife Serena 
(Russell) and son, and heads for the 
swamps. 

In the swamps, Knight finds community 
with a ragtag group of escaped slaves where 
he forms a special kinship with their leader, 
Moses (Ali). The group eventually acquires 
some guns, and Knight proves to be a natu¬ 
ral leader of men and a savvy guerrilla fight¬ 
er. As more white soldiers escape the ranks 
of the Confederacy after the fall of Vicksburg, 
more deserters join this mixed-race group of 
renegades, who manage to hold three neigh¬ 
boring counties under their control by the 
spring of 1864, an area they declare to be 
the Free State of Jones, where “every man is 
a man.” Knight also comes under the spell 
of Rachel (Mbatha-Raw), a slave who helps 
the renegades, and following the war, he lives 
with Rachel in a common-law marriage, and 
they have several children. Curiously, his first 
wife Serena (to whom he is still, technically, 
married) also lives in a separate domicile on 
his and Rachel’s land, where she also helps 
to raise his children. 

The film suggests that Knight’s greatest 
crime was miscegenation rather than deser¬ 
tion from the Confederate army. In a clunky 
attempt to modernize Knight’s historic tale, 
re-creations of a 1948 courtroom trial are 
inserted into the 1860s action. Davis Knight 
(Franklin), a seemingly white-skinned descen¬ 
dant of Newton Knight, is on trial for mar¬ 
rying a white woman when it can be proven 
that he has at least one-eighth Negro blood. 
(And be prepared to hear the worst collo¬ 
quial racial slurs if you choose to see this 
faithful period piece.) The abrupt cutaways 
to the courtroom (which are still decades 
removed from the present day) are distract¬ 
ing at first, then build to a climax in the third 
act where they begin to overshadow the 
Civil War-era story. It’s a creative narrative 
strategy, but it just doesn’t work. The third 
act is a rough-and-tumble account of life 
in rural Mississippi during Reconstruction, 
with its crooked politicians, black voter- 
registration drives, and the rise of the Ku 
Klux Klan. Ross’ attempt to connect Knight’s 
story to the modern day (try substituting 
the word “oil” every time the word “cotton” 
is mentioned) is admirable, but it’s all too 
much. The lengthy film would benefit from 
judicious pruning and more development of 
the other characters. As it is, Newt Knight, 
the forward-thinking white liberal, is the only 
character with whom we might connect. And 
that’s a shame because this compelling epi¬ 
sode of American defiance is so much richer 
than that.

GENIUS

“A writer like Tom, I get once in a lifetime,” 
the editor Maxwell Perkins (Firth) insists, 
by way of explaining why he must neglect 
his family to devote all his time to coaxing 
a book out of the passionate, logorrheic 
Thomas Wolfe (Law). Posterity has proven 
that statement shortsighted: While at Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, Perkins also championed 
F. Scott Fitzgerald and Ernest Hemingway, 


whose stars rose over the next century and 
change, while the more celebrated Wolfe’s 
dimmed. This fictionalized account of the 
editor and author’s creative collaboration 
on Wolfe’s first two books, Look Homeward, 
Angel and Of Time and the River, serves as 
a worthy reminder that Wolfe belongs in the 
first line of any lionizing of Great American 
Men of Letters. Amusingly, it makes that case 
with a cast comprised of three Brits and two 
Australians. (Laura Linney, playing Perkins’ 
wife, is the sole rep for Team America.) 

Adapted by John Logan from A. Scott Berg’s 
biography Max Perkins: Editor of Genius and 
directed by Michael Grandage with the hots 
for slo-mo shots of feet, the film opens with 
the blunt assertion: “a true story.” Taking the 
filmmakers at their word, I have to assume 
Wolfe was a braggadocio and a bore. As 
played by Law, at least, he’s a Southern-fried 
carnival barker selling himself as the main 
attraction, with little suggestion of the innate 
charisma it must have taken to attract a much 
older (and already married) lover and benefac¬ 
tor, Aline Bernstein (Kidman), or to induce 
Perkins to become a father figure to him. 

Perkins had no sons, a lack that forms the 
bedrock of Genius. In an elegant sequence 
of narrative economy, Grandage introduces 
the editor’s home life with Perkins opening 
various doors to rooms thrumming with the 
hubbub of his five feisty daughters and the¬ 
atrical wife, until he finally settles in a closet 
to work in quiet. It’s no wonder he took Wolfe 
under his wing. Later, in the midst of a fight

with his wayward protege, he takes a stern- 
daddy approach: “Look at me and say yes.” 

Firth, an actor who knows his greatest 
strength is in his gravity, single-handedly 
hoiks up this middling biopic on the strength 
of his Firthiness alone. The film’s most 
effective stretch starts with a scene set in 
a Harlem nightclub, where Wolfe takes the 
straight-and-narrow Perkins, who doesn’t like 
jazz. The band takes a straightforward spiri¬ 
tual and lets it rip. Wordlessly, Firth conveys 
a knot in his chest unfurling, going slack and 
swinging in his surprise pleasure in the song. 
The coda is just as minimalist: Back home in 
Connecticut, his body sighs with the relief of 
a tired, electrified tourist returning to routine. 
There’s little doubt Firth could work magic 
with a monologue, but the wordless kiss he 
plants on his wife renders it moot. 

The father-and-son dynamic eventually hits 
a stumbling block over the public perception 
that Perkins masterminded Wolfe’s genius - 
a subject still up for debate. Genius doesn’t 
definitively come down on either side, but 
it’s worth considering how the film deals 
with long passages from Wolfe’s work. When 
it’s Law reading aloud in his awful cornpone 
accent, it sounds like curdled grits. But when 
Firth narrates, low and measured, the prose 
springs to life. I wouldn’t call Genius inspired, 
but not for nothing it inspired me to pick up 
Look Homeward, Angel for the first time.

ALICE THROUGH THE LOOKING GLASS

Based on the “real-life” Enfield Poltergeist that rattled 
Britain’s nerves in the Seventies, James Wan’s follow-up to 
his 2013 husband-and-wife paranormal investigators creep- 
out, The Conjuring 2, is a much subtler descent into the 


weird than the first film. Returning from exorcism round one 
are Wilson and Farmiga as ghost hunters Ed and Lorraine 
Warren. Semi-retired, they’re called back into action when 
horrified single mother Peggy (O’Connor) suspects a polter¬ 
geist. Her daughter Janet (Wolfe) begins levitating, foaming 
at the mouth, and speaking in the raspy voice of something 
that claims to be the flat’s previous, now-deceased tenant. 
While The Conjuring 2 is clearly on a slow burn, the final 10 
minutes ramp things up to an unholy degree, effectively can¬ 
celing out the less histrionic and thus more effective sense 
of chilly unease of all that came before.

There is nothing so magnificent, so utterly inspira¬ 
tional as a horse at full gallop - it’s a spectacular thing 
to behold, hypnotic in its poise and beauty - yet the 
enormously heartfelt documentary Dark Horse manages 
to translate this equine grandeur into something even 
more breathtaking. Recounting how the residents of an

If the Gloves Fit 


Gloves INTL turns heads. Who are these 
dudes lookin’ like Miami Vice noir, and what’s 
with the name? How can they make the joy¬ 
ous genre of funk sound so cold and calcu¬ 
lated? 

Guitarists Ajit D’Brass and Colton May 

are recovering rockers, having anchored 
psych-punk outfit the Act Rights. The other 
half of Gloves INTL’s core four, drummer 

Salem Abukhalil and bassist Ben Fisseler, 


come from the University of North Texas’ 

vaunted music program, where their inter¬ 
ests ranged from electronic music to world 
beats. Coming together like gold chains 
and turtlenecks in 2013, Gloves INTL billed 
themselves “anti-garage,” a protest against 
the shambolic indie bands in vogue. While 
last year’s debut, Get It Together, came off 
like Parliament for the indie sect, the four¬ 
some’s smooth new LP spins like Prince 


indulging technoid beat patterns and gang¬ 
ster rap charisma. 

“The concept was to use completely ana¬ 
log instruments, but then try to make it as 
close to electronic music as possible, where 
the guitars sound like 
samples and the drums 
are played like an 808,” 
explained D’Brass while 
drinking espresso under 
the molten sun on 
Spider House’s patio. 
“To make it so there was 

_ no harshness, we had to 

turn down, use smaller 
drums, smaller amps, and really finesse it 
with musicianship.” 

In fact, when the band hit the studio to 
record its eponymous album, out on Friday 
through Austin’s GTZ Records (Stiletto 
Feels, Shmu), they posted signs all around 
the cutting room: “This is not a rock record.” 
D’Brass cites Kendrick Lamar’s To Pimp 
a Butterfly, Unknown Mortal Orchestra’s 
Multi-Love, and DJ Rashad’s Chicago foot¬ 
work material as helping them step away 
from the ubiquitous constructs of bar chords 
and four-on-the-floor beats. He channels 
his inner soul singer by alternating between 
the gentle falsetto of a ladies’ man and 
the spoken prosody of a bar fighter. “If you 
want it so bad, just shoot me,” he barks on 
“Rashad.” 

“That’s just us trying to play bad boys,” 
chuckles the mild-mannered vocalist. “We’ll 
see how that goes.” 

Such in-your-face posturing extends to 
Gloves INTL’s silky-suited visual aesthetic, 
which D’Brass calls “basically drag - a way 
to present the idea of a crew,” but it’s their 
songs that demand attention. A cleaner, 
meaner musical evolution initiates a leap 
from interesting to extraordinary for one 
of Austin’s most radical young acts. Catch 
Gloves INTL Friday at Cheer Up Charlies.

Distributor’s Demise 
Fleeces Local Labels 

Allegro Media Group, one of the largest 
music distributors in North America, has 
fallen into financial ruin, leaving several local 
record labels in the lurch. 

The Oregon-based business is undergoing 
an orderly out-of-court liquidation of three 
of its divisions, including music distribution. 
As a result, two Austin labels that worked 
with Allegro - Chicken Ranch Records 
(Peelander-Z, Yuppie Pricks) and Dialtone 
Records (Little Joe Washington, Barbara 
Lynn) - are having payments withheld and 
inventory commandeered, with little hope of 
restitution. Two other local imprints, Super 
Secret and Australian Cattle God, are no 
longer distributed by Allegro. 

“I thought of them as financially sol¬ 
vent,” sighed Chicken Ranch owner Mike 
Dickinson, who wasn’t notified by the com¬ 
pany of the liquidation. “Until recently, I’ve 
been getting paid on time, which is rare in 
the music world.” 

Dickinson estimates that Allegro owes 
him over $1,000 for past music sales. 
Dialtone’s Eddie Stout is also suffering from 
the company’s collapse. 

“They’ve stuck me for a good chunk of 
dough and my product,” says Stout, who 
has 2,000 CDs in their warehouse. “For the 
last year and a half, they’ve kept telling me, 
‘Stick with us and they’ll pay you soon,’ but I 
haven’t gotten paid. For a small independent 
like myself, it’s a real hitch in my giddyup.” 

Edward Hostmann, handler of Allegro’s 
liquidation proceedings, says the labels’ 
inventory now legally belongs to Allegro’s 
secured creditors (financial lenders) under 
the Uniform Commercial Code. Because the 
labels didn’t previously notify Allegro’s finan¬ 
cial lenders of their consignments, the inven¬ 
tory has become property of the lenders, who 
can sell it to recoup money owed. 

“It’s an unfortunate situation and passions 
are running high right now,” acknowledges 
Hostmann, who claims he’s working toward a 
strategy that would satisfy lenders and allow 
labels to get their merch back. The latter sce¬ 
nario would still come at some cost to local 
record concerns. Either way, he adds that it’s 
uncertain if labels will see any money from 
unpaid sales since creditors must be paid 
first, after which any remaining money flows 
down to labels on a prorated basis. 

Local attorney John Absher, versed in 
music and entertainment law, says he can 
envision legal paths for small labels to get 
their merch and money back, but it will be 
tough because Allegro isn’t officially filing 
for bankruptcy. 

“[The legal process] can be a long and 
expensive one, and it might not be worth it 
for labels to pay more money than Allegro 
owes them to get their stuff back,” he says. 
“But there’s increased incentive because oth¬ 
erwise the inventory can be sold on the open 
market for pennies.” 

Considering that the music business is on 
thin ice financially, Absher offers a practical 
lesson for labels going forward: “Don’t let 
a distributor stock up too much inventory 
because they can go under overnight.”

It’s 
still unclear if FFF Fest, now owned in name by Stratus Properties, will happen in any capacity. 


DIALTONE RECORDS CEO Eddie Stout raises money for the Eastside Kings Foundation, 

a nonprofit preserving Austin’s African-American blues, jazz, and gospel heritage, with an 
all-day fundraiser at the Moontower Saloon on Saturday. The show, 1-llpm, brims with unique 
Texas talent like king-size country bluesman E.J. Mathews (3:40pm), Dallas deep soulstress 
Andrea Dawson (5pm), and true OGs Eastside Kings backing a revue of personality-driven 
blues singers: Bobby Gilmore, Da Captain, Soul Man Sam, Birdlegg, Orange Jefferson, 
Jabo, and Mac Madtosh (8:40pm). It’s free, but raffles - including one for a signed Jimmie 
Vaughan Fender Strat - fill the coffers. Consider it a preview of Stout’s Eastside Kings Fest, 
a 12th Street club crawl honoring the progenitors of Austin blues, on Sept. 11.

The New Media Art & Sound Summit sees the Salvage f 
Vanguard Theater out with a nonconformative bang l

The New Media Art & Sound Summit (NMASS) began in 2009 as the Modern Aural £ 
Sculpture Symposium South (MASSS). Since then, it’s matured into Austin’s foremost ^ 
showcase of performance sound art, audiovisual improvisation, nonconformative music, ft 
and sensory installations, all from an array of local and international artists and contribu- z 
tors. Curated by the experimentally minded volunteers at homegrown events promotion < 
concern Church of the Friendly Ghost, this year’s June 22-26 run returns to the Salvage £ 
Vanguard Theater as its swan song. 2 

The iconic East Austin warehouse, which has harbored avant-garde installations since a. 
1996 (a decade at its current 2803 Manor Rd. location), ceases there at the end of the month, 
having been priced out of the space. The SVT’s loss of a performance space marks a famil¬ 
iar pattern in local gentrification. That only accentuates the value of outlets like NMASS, 
whose nonhegemonic ideology makes this year’s program more poignant than ever. 

“It’s an opportunity to explore music outside of the homogeneous summer music festi¬ 
val landscape,” offers organizer Henna Chou. “[It fulfills] COTFG’s mission of representing 
underserved communities through their seldom-seen works, with over 50 percent self- 
identified female artists.”

Graham Lambkin 

FRIDAY, 9PM; SATURDAY, 1PM 


Lambkin led pioneering UK reductionists the Shadow Ring from 1993 to 2003. The punk 
outfit’s ethos built on the groundwork of Alternative TV as iconoclastic dismantlers of the 
rock palate and tradition. In place of traditional song structures, the Shadow Ring boiled 
down the most barren and disquieting elements of the music to construct vacant space 
with crude field recordings, often from everyday domestic endeavors. 

Lambkin’s surrealistic poetry stands in unique contrast to the realism of the captured back¬ 
ground noises, pounding drums often more metronomic than textural, and shrieking guitar 
abstractions. As a solo artist, he’s sanded down his former group’s deconstructions even fur¬ 
ther, the remnants of which have blown into all sorts of solo and collaborative textures. 


Austin Chronicle: Describe your work to 
someone who’s never heard field recordings, 
sound poetry, or musique concrete. 

Graham Lambkin: One of my concerns as 
an artist is economy. I try to distill my set 
and equipment into as few pieces as possi¬ 
ble in order to make those pieces strong and 
be able to explore them fully. So I’ve been 
whittling down my live sets accordingly. I’m 
also interested in trying to utilize materials 
that are local to where I’m performing. I 
just played in Finland; I found materials in 
and around the place I was staying, things I 
couldn’t necessarily find back home. And 
you can argue that using leaves from 
Finland is much like using leaves from any¬ 
where, but it’s more of an effort to bring a 
local awareness to what I am doing. 

AC: Why did you retire the Shadow Ring? 
GL: Two reasons. One is geographic. I moved 
to the States and it just became harder to do 
it. But the more aesthetic reason is that we 
reached a point midway through our record¬ 
ing career, if you want to even call it a career, 
where we hit our functional point. After that, 
we decided to dismantle what we had built 
up over five years to focus on reductionism 
and the removal of things. The music 
became sparser, slower, more empty, and it 
got to the point with the last record where 
we couldn’t see how to extend what we were 


doing beyond what we had already done. It 
was 10 years, which seemed like a nice, tidy 
place to say “we’re done.” 

AC: How do you differentiate between your 
solo work and the Shadow Ring? 

GL: The first solo record, Poem (For Voice & 
Tape), is just a recording of Tim Goss read¬ 
ing, [wherein] we pitch-reduced his voice by 
100%. It was slowed down dramatically, to 
the point where the words dissolve into this 
molasses of atonal rumbles and growls. If 
you’ve heard a voice slowed down, it sounds 
animalistic and inhuman. It teases out 
something that’s hidden behind the sounds 
you’d normally hear. 

AC: Since environmental ephemera have 
such a presence in your work, how did mov¬ 
ing from Kent to Miami influence later 
Shadow Ring albums? 

GL: There was culture shock for sure. It 
internalized the work more. It became less 
of an extension of myself projecting out and 
more about drawing things in, so a more 
hermetic type of music came out of that 


experience. It shows itself on [2001’s] 
Lindus, which we partially put together in 
Miami. The sounds start to crack up and fall 
apart - more kind of musique concrete edit¬ 
ing, harsh, less fluid. You could hear a band 
starting to dismantle. 

AC: What role does improvisation take in 
your work and how does the tape recorder fit 
into this sensibility? 

GL: The process begins in electing recorded 
parts, which is all initially improvised play. 
Then I’ll go back and remove parts, until 
tightening up becomes the concern. But it 
all starts with a complete sense of abandon. 
Start with broad strokes and then tighten 
up from there. 

AC: What intrigues you about “corrupting 
the traditional sense of the song” and “test¬ 
ing its elasticity”? 

GL: I find it interesting to put a song or a 
recognized shape of music and test how 
durable it becomes when placed in a stress¬ 
ful situation. When a piece of music is as 
good as it claims, it won’t have any trouble 
surviving the stress and will grow as a 
result of it. 

AC: Some field recordists erase their pres¬ 
ence in the environment they’re attempting 
to capture, but you invert this notion by 
drawing your own presence into the envi¬ 
ronment. Why is this important to you? 

GL: It’s not something I set out to do for 
effect. It kind of loops back to improvisa¬ 
tion. If I’m preparing for a live piece, I just 


record everything. If I don’t see a mic on, 
I’ll turn one on. I can be cooking or making 
something happen in another room, or lis¬ 
tening to other people’s music. You never 
know when you’ll find interesting things. 
Because I’m always recording, very often 
you’ll hear me shuffling around or talking 
on the phone. Whenever this happens and it 
doesn’t cause an aesthetic offense, why 
remove it? Everything gets left in. These 
moments are exactly what I’m looking for 
later when I need to find a break in a piece. 
The compression of a shoe on a wooden 
floor - that squeak might be a great trigger 
for something else to happen. 

AC: Your work embraces extraneous sounds 
that other recordists try to avoid. 

GL: They’re always interesting aren’t they? 
Who doesn’t want to hear their neighbors 
fighting? “Oh they’re at it again!” and 
you’ve got your ear to the wall trying to 
make out what they’re saying. 

AC: Perhaps I’m projecting my own emo¬ 
tional response to your music, but through 
your environmental ephemera and giving 
detail to what some may consider mundane 
spaces, I sense your work speaks to existen¬ 
tial melancholia. How do your emotions 
translate into your work? 

GL: It’s an interesting point. You have to be 
in a certain kind of mood, but I don’t know 
if I can qualify the work as being based on 
an emotion or a set of emotions. Sometimes 
I’ve heard people say my work speaks to, not 
sociopaths, but loners, the backroom boys. 
People who aren’t part of a bigger picture. 
It’s not designed with that in mind, but I 
have no control over who listens to it. Does 
it reflect something in my own life? I’m sure 
it does. There is kind of a, not lonely, but 
internalized and private operation. ■

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SARAH JAROSZ 

Undercurrent (Sugar Hill) 

For Austinites who’ve followed her 
since her early teens, the fact that 
Wimberley native Sarah Jarosz blos¬ 
somed into one of the most stirring 
musicians of her generation comes as 
absolutely no surprise. Undercurrent, 
her fourth studio full-length, arrives 
far more quietly in terms of production 
tricks than her previous work, with a 
smidge less risk-taking. Nevertheless, 
the album plays out as engrossing 
as anything she's ever recorded, a 
mix of old-time folk and contemporary 
bluegrass that digs deep into the soul 
and sends hearts soaring. Some still 
think of Jarosz as the talented young 
mandolin prodigy with a mouthful of 
braces, but here the current East 
Coaster proves her full adulthood 
with the nighttime chills provided by 
“House of Mercy” and the sultry, soulful 
“Cornin’ Undone,” wherein she proudly 
proclaims, “I'm a lover, but I’m also a 
fighter.” A duet with Rodney Crowell gui¬ 
tarist Jedd Hughes on “Take Me Back,” 
co-written with the Milk Carton Kids’ 
Joey Ryan, haunts with its simplicity 
and naked emotion. At 25, Jarosz has 
yet to make a misstep in a career that’s 
still just beginning. Undercurrent might 
not be her best work, but she’s set her¬ 
self up to go wherever the music takes 
her, and those following along are sure 
to revel in the adventure.

BONNIE 
BISHOP 

Ain’t Who I IVas 
(Plan BB) 

Bonnie Bishop, 
originally from 
Houston, had a go- 
round in Central Texas 
lasting 13 years and 
five albums of country, folk, and blues in the 
early part of the new century. Despite being 
a hard worker, she never reached more than 
a moderate-sized audience. While spend¬ 
ing time in Nashville, Bishop had a physical 
and mental breakdown over a lack of career 
advancement, ending up back with her par¬ 
ents in Wimberley. She eventually connected 
with producer Dave Cobb (Sturgill Simpson, 
Jason Isbell), who expressed interest in mak¬ 
ing a soul disc after hearing Bishop’s demos. 
Ain't Who I Was finds the singer in soul/blues 
diva mode, reaching for Dusty Springfield 
(“Mercy”) and, at times, the solemn side of 
Bonnie Raitt (the title track). Sadly, she never 
lends the material the tightly clasped emo¬ 
tions achieved by contemporaries such as 
Susan Tedeschi or Shelby Lynne. Bishop’s 
voice is typically smooth and Cobb’s produc¬ 
tion sizzles on occasion, but save for soul- 
pop ditty “Too Late,” Ain’t Who I Was never 
catches fire. (Bonnie Bishop plays 3ten 
ACL Live on Sat., July 9.)

The blues is 
ancient, but some 
acts reinvigorate 
it for a new millennium. While these locals 
come by way of Canada, singer/guitarist 
Kevin McKeown and drummer Eric Owen bran¬ 
dish the genre with a wild-eyed ferocity and 
Southern toughness on fourth studio album 


Don’t Wake the Riot. The album continues to 
find comfort in the duo’s Texas roadhouse 
hoedowns and bayou R&B drawls, a raw- 
boned and unhinged quality that separates 
them from their all-American beer commercial 
counterparts, the Black Keys. Album opener 
“Storm Cussin”' finds McKeown’s hollowbody 
warbling Seventies riffs and dust-devil fuzz, 
Owen getting heavy with strained half-time 
beats. The intensity never falters: clapping 
county-line rocker “Hard Luck,” Southern bal¬ 
lad “Bad Blood,” barroom brawler “Fleet Foot,” 
and bludgeoning barn burner “Copperhead 
Kiss.” Much like 2014’s Hush or Howl and 
2015’s self-titled effort, Don’t Wake the Riot 
repudiates any need for change with a stub¬ 
born resolution to stick to Texas blues. Why 
trade in a vintage truck if it rides so clean?

“This trip could last 
a long, long time,” 
sings Full Service 
drummer/vocalist 
Hoag on “Mushed 
’Em,” opener of the 
locals’ 12th studio album, Lockers. The exhila¬ 
rating kickoff pops with manic drum fills and a 
sunny guitar lead courtesy of Bonesaw before 
giving way to an electrifying riff and Hoag’s 
vocals, which fall somewhere between Claudio 
Sanchez and Dexter Holland. Unfortunately, 
Hoag’s exclamation also applies to Lockers. 
The band churns out serviceable midtempo 
rockers with “Tim Roberts,” “Mikey Mussel,” 
and the title track (which features a scorching 
guitar solo), but soon devolves into meander¬ 
ing alt-psych filler that deflates the disc. Full 
Service doesn’t hide their affinity for reggae, 
a naturally infectious genre, but “That’s My 
Jam” and “Slow Drops” rely too heavily on 
feel-good vibes and campfire sing-along cho¬ 
ruses while lacking substance. If songs five 
through nine were cut, the trip wouldn’t last 
as long and thus prove far more pleasurable.

THE ECHOCENTRICS 

Echo Hotel (Nacional) 

Guitarist and producer Adrian Quesada remains best known for his stints in Austin’s Brownout and Grupo 
Fantasma, but his most daring musical ideas have always been stashed away in side projects like Ocote Soul 
Sounds and now the Echocentrics. Like its predecessor, debut Sunshadows in 2011, Echo Hotel invokes the 
big skies and arid climes of the American Southwest. There’s his trademark Latin flourishes, but the album’s 
also equal parts desert blues, spaced-out psychedelia, heady electronica, and country twang. As with Damon 
Albarn’s Gorillaz, Echocentrics boast a cohesive sound born from a single creative vision malleable enough to 
accommodate a diverse guest list. Natalia Clavier (Thievery Corporation) and Brazil’s Tita Lima, lone vocal lumi¬ 
naries on Sunshadows, return to add ethereal grooves on “Muerto en Vida” and “0 Sol,” respectively. Alex Maas 
(Black Angels) leads the brooding funeral march of “Death of a Rockstar” and laces a bittersweet duet with Jazz Mills on “Canyon.” White Denim’s 
James Petralli mines Spanish Gold on “Staring at the Ceiling,” the disc’s likely hit. The album’s best moment is its most unlikely: Quesada coaxing 
a groovy vocal performance out of morose singer-songwriter Bill Callahan over a swirling desert-funk track on “Gettin’ Away With Your Gal.” Echo 
Hotel isn’t quite as cohesive as its precursor, but it offers a far more expansive and illuminating trip. (CD release: Thu., June 23, Parish)

Aaron Einhouse writes for the big stage, 
anthemic country rockers that trade 
subtlety for power.

Country,” the 
eponymous nine- 
song set plays 
like a back-porch 
picking session, 
“Lighten Up, Joe” 
high-stepping in

sier “Can’t Keep My Feet” and “Farmer Boy 
Shoes.” Strahan infuses fun into everything 
he touches, but laying it all out here still

Waiting for Eid ridge (Fable) 

The solo debut from this former 
Papermoon frontman finds David Messier 
reaching stylistically. Cutting sharp lyrics 
and melodies from the outset with the 
easy roll of “Don’t Say Nothin’,” Messier 
wraps his voice 
warmly around 
the weathered 
but smooth 
“Change.” Waiting 
for Eld ridge then 
takes a sharp 
turn on the alter¬ 
native pop twist 
in “Last Letter,”

The CBG Band - Colin Gilmore, Bonnie Whitmore, Graham Weber, Betty Soo, Matt 
Winegardner, and Tamineh Gueramy - opens 


While the title of their 1990 reissue More 
a Legend Than a Band hasn’t applied since 
the trio reunited for good in 2002, the pan¬ 
handle’s three amigos - Joe Ely, Jimmie Dale 
Gilmore, and Butch Hancock - haven’t 
released new music as the Flatlanders since 
2009’s superlative Hills and Valleys. 

“The group’s been such a family heirloom 
for us,” says Gilmore. “We don’t have a 
new record out or tour a lot, but we still 
like to play together. We have to do it 
now and then so it doesn’t fade.” 

Most recently, Gilmore and 
Hancock appeared with their sons, 
songwriter Colin Gilmore and guitarist 
Rory Hancock, in a show spanning gen¬ 
erations. Meanwhile, Ely has been touring 
last year’s Panhandle Rambler. There’s been 
little time to write new songs specifically for 
the threesome, in other words. 

“We want to,” promises Gilmore, “but 
there’s so much other stuff going on. Unless 


a big record company wants to throw a lot of 
money our way, it’s hard. We need to seques¬ 
ter ourselves to do it because we’re slow at 
writing. We always were. 

“The nature of the Flatlanders has always 
been ... organic is the word. It happens 
because of our love, our big friendship, with 
each other. From the very beginning, the 
Flatlanders were never really a commercial 
project, even though there have been 
times when we turned it into one.” 

Gilmore reports one change in 
the band’s stage lineup: Robert Earl 
Keen’s longtime lieutenant Rich 
Brotherton stands in for Rob Gjersoe 
on lead guitar, the latter having moved 
to Chicago. 

“Rich is a de facto member of the 
Flatlanders anyway,” says the singer. “Rich 
and Rob sound very different, but both work 
well with us and our strange, broad tastes 
and ways of doing things.” - Jim Caligiuri
